THE encomiums showered on Mr. D AVIGDOR-GOLDSMID 
last Sunday, when he rétired from the Presidency of the 
Deputies, did no more than justice to the feelings of all his 
co-religionists through the length and breadth of the country. 
The seven years during which he held office have been years of 
care and even of anxiety. Mr. GOLDSMID has piloted the 
Community through the shoals and the quicksands with endless 
patience, unchallengeable ability, never-failing tact and tireless 
devotion. He has shown adaptability to new ideas and situa- 
tions, an idealism tempered by'a sense of realities, a capacity for 
composing feuds——not an insignificant destderatum such 
a Community as ours—which have been above all praise. He 
has been a worthy representative of our people in their relatrons 
with the national powers that be, and in his comings in and 
goings out, in every action he undertook, and in all the multi- 
farious but unrecorded works which make such a task as that 
which he has yielded up an onerous as well asa responsible one, 
he has borne himself with dignity and courtesy. It is not too 
much fo say, in this infiniteiy regretted hour of his departure, 
that he has done inestimable service to his people, and added 
fresh distinction to a family name already illustrious in our 
communal annals.

If the Festival whose opening we shall celebrate this even. 
ing has a lesson for these present days, it is the futility of 
passive resistance.

dangers for two millenia. The Jew has always been prepared to 
defend himself whenever the opportunity was left to him. During 
the anti-Semitic riots which have afflicted us in ‘one country or 
another for the last fifty years a Jewish self-defence, Haganah, has 
more than once been organised, and has helped to save our 
co-religionists from physical violence. When good government has 
broken down, the Jew breaks no canon of social conduct in learning 
to defend himself, like the Maccabeans of old. The necessity was 
never more apparent than just now. 


The End of the Shechita Controversy. 

The deplorable controversy with regard to the control of 
Shechita in this country has now reached itsend. It has given 
rise to inter-Communal friction for the last twenty years at least, 
and for several years past has been, as we have frequently remarked, 
a running sore. We are left with mingled feelings, therefore, as we 
contemplate the salvo of effusive compliments which was discharged 
at the Deputies’ meeting on Sunday. The fact that agreement 
has now been reached proves to our mind that the long series 
of exacerbated discussions were totally unnecessary. So far 
as the members of the Board of Deputies are concerned, 
we join whole-hearte ‘ly in the congratulations they received. 
Mr. @'Avigdor-Goldsmid, Mr. Lionel Cohen, K.C., and Mr, Neville 
Laski, K.C., have worked, as everyone knows, like niggers to 
secure agreement. No praise is too high for Mr. dAvigdor-Gold- 
smid. In the face .f the embarrassing difficulties that might have 
tied his hands in consequence of the ties of private friendship, he 
has shown himself prepared to sacrifice everything on the altar 
of public service. The two distinguished King’s Counsel have ably 
supported him with their legal acumen. In the result, we aro 
pleased to think, no embittered feelings have been left. 


The Rabbinical Commission. 

The terms of the Shechita Agreement are embodied in a long, 
and, to the layman, formidable document. It is supplementary 
lo the Schedule to the Slaughter of Animals Bill now before 
a Only the Schedule, which gives the details of the 
composition of the Rabbinical Commission for the licensing of 
Shochetim, will have statutory force. The agreement itself is 
more or less of a “ gentleman's agreement,” but it will presumably 
be enforceable in a Court of Law. The long and short of it is that 
any Congregation which is not negligible from the point of view of 
numbers and has a Rabbi of its own, will be able, if it wishes, to have 
special Shochetim allocated for its own service. This is precisely 
what the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations has contended for 
all along. The probiem has been to combine this desire for indepenc- 
ence with some measure of communal co-ordination. Now that the 
problem has been solved on paper, we firmly believe that the possi- 
bility of recourse being had to the Agreement is extremely remote. 
We see only one difficulty that may arise. It is the old question: 
‘What isa Rabbi?” The Agreement talks of “a person possessing the 
Rabbinical Diploma.’ We have already had sufficient experience in 
this country to know that that is not a water-tight definition. There 
was a well-known case in which a Diploma was repudiated by the 
Rabbi who was supposed to have conferred it. We have already 
suggested in these columns the institution in this country of a 
Central Register for Rabbanim. The difficulties are a flea-bite 
compared with the difficulties that have been surmounted in setting 
up the Rabbinical Commission for Shochetim and in concluding the 
Shechita Agreement. The task ought be taken in hand at once. 


Slum-Ridden Jews. 


The publication, in these columns, of Miss Nettie Adler's moving 
description of some of the housing conditions in East London, has 
coincided fortunately with a new awakening of the public conscience 
on what is a terrible social disease. In a memorable protest uttered 
by Sir Austen Chamberlain in the House of Commons last week, the 
venerable statesman, denouncing the fearful slums in his own 
Birmingham constituency, was moved to tears at one point in his 
speech. Wecan well understand it. And we can wonder at the 
‘dumb patience of the slum victims themselves, exposed to a daily 
life which is a reproach to our vaunted progress and makes a 
mockery of civilisation itself. But the emotion of Sir Austen 
wuen he contemplates Birmingham conditions must be felt by Jews, 
too, Wuen they read the testimony of Miss Adler, Miss Miriam Moser, 
and the correspondents who write to us this week regarding the 
vonditions among Jews in East London. Miss Hannah Hyar, 
wi speaks with forty years’ experience, mentions one fami y 
of ten who pay a rent of one pound a week for a basement flat of 
thres rooms, and another case in which eighteen shillings are paid 
for two rooms. She tells us of the insanitary and damp conditions of 
the old houses in the small streets and “ dreadful little courts "— 
fs damp to the last degree.” She marvels how the people who 
inhabit them can have put up so long with their “ inconveniences 
and beastliness.” And, in a sentence that should go home to 
every citizen, declares that “those who have been hoping for so 
many dreary years for better living conditions for our unfortunate 
co-retigionists feel sick at heart at the apathy and indifference of 


the public authorities and landlords.” It is heartening to reflect 
that in this new movement against housing barbarities Jewish 
women are playing their part. The question is: will the Community 
follow their lead ? 


The Duty of the Community. 

It may be asked, why, if the problem of housing is a national one, 
Jews should take a special hand in its solution. The answer is 
three-fold. First, we are profoundly affected as Jews by a state of 
things which is a slur on our good name, sterilises much of our 
social work, and threatens to impair the moral and physical health 
of many of the rising generation as well as to perpetuate many of 
our communal troubles. Secondly, the line of communal action 
has been clearly laid down in the past, and we cannot be less public- 
spirited than our fathers, who gave us such splendid housing 
enterprises as the Four Per Cent. Industrial Dwellings Company. 
And thirdly, the problem of the slums is one, as the Minister of 
Health pointed out in Parliament last week, not only for the 
Government and the local authorities, but for all citizens. I6 is, in 
Sir Hilton Young's words, “a national effort” that is required "to 
rid us of a disgrace.’ Jews cannot patriotically shirk their share of 
such an effort, more especially in view of their own vital necessities 
which are at stake. Several movements have already been started 
among us, or are in contemplation. Miss Adler has suggested, 
in these columns, that they should be unified, through the agency 
of a representative Committee. But Miss Hannah Cohen, who 
presides with so much ability and enthusiasm over our premier 
charity, shies at the proposal. It might, she believes, lead to too 
much publicity and so raise prices of sites and houses. Miss 
Cohen's view is entitled to respectful consideration, but cannot we 
set on the other side of the account the fact that unified effort would 
mean less competition for property? However that be, the time 
has come when the whole question of the slums must be taken 
resolutely in hand. The Government's programme of slum clearance 
-——@ maximum of 12,009 houses a year—is' clearly inadequate. It 
must be supplemented by voluntary effort. The moment is pro- 


’ pitious, for money is cheap, and the full subsidy for slum clearanco 


is being maintained. “Let us, in the future,” says Sir Hilton 
Young, “ aim each shot af a slum house and knock it down with the 
subsidy.” Our Community, we are convinced, will not fail to bear 
arms in the truly holy war to which it is called. 


A Fallen Idol. 

“ A Hapsburg re-actionary, whose ignorance is exceeded onty by 
his megalomania.’

quarrel. Otto claims that Gregor has at last seen Hitler in his 
true proportions, and Jews may perhaps derive some hope from the 
possibility that when anti-Semites fall out, honest men may come by 
their own. Gregor Strasser was the organiser as well as the brain 
of the Nazi movement. A writer in an evening contemporary 
suggests that if the present breach is final, the movement may 
easily disintegrate. There are, indeed, less unlikely things, 
(though our Berlin correspondent takes a contrary view) for 
Hitlerism is only a product and a symbol of vague discontent held 
together by no definite constructive policies, a movement with one 
foot in the Capitalist and the other in the Communist camp. The 
streaks of returning prosperity, discernible on the German horizon. 
may herald its approaching dissolution, and a restoration of ordered 
conditions through the settlement of the War Debts would acceleraic 
it. There will always, however, remain the harvest to be reaped, 
one day, through the sowing of enmities, among the young and 
impressionable. That is, unfortunately, the mysterious, unhappy 
factor in the future of Jewry in Germany and many another land. 


Economic Planning in Palestin>. 


At last the Jewish Agency has taken in hand the problew 
created by the general lack of economic planning in Palestine. A» 
Economic Department has been instituted, and the first number o! 
its monthly Bulletin is now to hand. Apart from th evils o! 
unrestricted compet.tion among private interests:-— particular!) 
marked in the phenomenal risd in land values, about which a long 
tale could be told—there has been an almost complete absence o! 
expert guidance for those contemplating the establishment i: 
Palestine of new enterprises. One remarkable case was brought to our 
notice not long ago. A textile factory was established in Tel-Avi\. 
It failed, so we are informed, because the local water proved to be 
unsuitable for the particular manufacturing processes. There ough! 
long ago to have been some Bureau to which a manufacturer could 
turn for information on just such detailed points. The new Econom): 
Department, we presume, will endeayour to fill this gap. Palestine 
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at the present moment is enjoying prosperity. Large amounts of 
capital are being attracted to the country. Dr. Weizmann himself 
has, on more than one occasion, sounded a note of warning as te 
the dangers of lack of regulation and guidance of private enterprise, 
A “boom” is an occasion for as much anxiety to the economic 


oxpert as.a time of depression. The Economic Department of the 
Agency will have its hands fall.

LUBAVITCHER YESHIVA, RIGA. 

Amongst the Imperial and Foreign News items in THe J&eWis)! 
CHRONICLE dated November 25th, there appeared a report (ander the 
heading “ Latvia’) to the effect that “the famous Lubavitcher 
Yeshiva in Riga, has closed down on account of lack of means.’ 
The Yeshiva was founded in Lubavitch (Russia), in the year 1897, by 
the world-renowned “ Lubavitcher-Rabbi,” Rabbi Schneerson (Father 
of the present “ Lubavitcher-Rabbi.”) This Yeshiva developed from 
vear to year, until if became the largest and best Yeshiva in Russia. 
Since the Great War, however, when the Russian Authorities ordered 
that all Yeshivot be closed down, and the Founder died, the present 
“ Lubavitcher-Rabbi" transferred the Yeshiva. establishing three 
Yeshivot in different parts of Poland. The chief one is at Warsaw. 
where there are to be found to-day, about three hundred students unde» 
the capable guidance of most efficient teachers. The material ani 
spiritual needs of the students are well looked after, in the fu!! 
Jewish sense. The two smaller branches are in Wilno and Lodz. 
There is also a branch Yeshiva in Jerusalem, known as “ Torath 
Emeth,’ and only a small section was to be found in Riga, estah 
lished a year ago, which, as reported, has now closed down. [:

Yeshivot” are still in existence, and worthy of the most generon- 
support, of which they are urgently in need, to enable them to carr, 
on their holy work, as heretofore.—Rabbi M. Rivkiy, 116, Der!)

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


The Great Contradiction. 


OR a few hours this week-end the Western world will again be 
given over tohigh revelry. The “ Prince of Peace “—not Israel. 

to whom the Prophetic designation was really applied—will be 
hailed once more, and peans will be sung to “ peace on earth and 
goodwill among men.” There is not a man or a woman who warbles 
these rhapsodies who does not know them to be blatant shams and 
monumental hypocrisies. Every December, as it comes round. 
exposes the hollowness of the Christmas celebration. Every note of 
the carols that are sung must jar on honest souls not vet deadened te 
realities. They were sung during the horrors of the War vears. They 
are sung during the horrors of the Peace—until one wonders whether 
this ceaseless education of humanity in the art of make-believe mav 
not itself be partly responsible for the obfuscation of many minds, 
and be accounted one of the major calamities of the race. And this 
year the great contradiction between profession and practice is 
more monstrous, more offensive, more grotesque than ever. For it 
sees the Christian nations, heavily armed, scowling across at one 
another from behind bolted gates—though most or all of them 
have solemnly abjured War. The jangle of the Christmas bells 
and the jingle of the Christmas rhymes, are answered only by the 
clatter of weapons and the droning of bombing aeroplanes over- 
head. A maddening cacophony to sensitive ears! And to the din 
and turmoil is added the clanging of the fetters fastened on 


Jewish limbs by the mouthers of goodwill and the apostles of Peace 
among men! 


HE other day, Mr. H. G. Wells was broadcasting one of those 
little snatches of prophecy that have made him a scourge to 
the complacent the world over. He was speaking of the progressive 
abolition of distance. “In a little while,” he said, “all round the 
earth will be a few days’ journey, and everybody will be potentialls 
within sight and sound of everybody all over the planet. : 
And it is not only that men will be able to get at and see. and talk 
to their friends anywhere, they will also be able to get at those they 
suppose their enemies with an equal facility. Men will be able to 
pack up a parcel of explosives, or poison gas or incendiary matter, 
and send it up into the air to travel to any chosen spot in the world 
and drop its load.” I wonder whether they will also send, in the 
“ parcel,” their Christmas greetings ! 


HE puzzling feature of the conflict between profession and 
practice is that it lasts so long. One would have thought 
that it was so flagrant, so ludicrous, that one or the other would have 
been laughed into the Ewigkeit years ago. Why this peculiar, 
almost uncanny tolerance of both? Is it that nations have lost 
their sense of humour, however much individuals may still retain 
the power to laugh? Is it that long usage has dulled their faculty 
of perception, so that they can no longer apprehend the conflict 
within them? Or is it that they are the victims of a religious code 
unfitted, through one great omission, for a world racked and riddled 
by animosities? It is worth looking a little more closely at this last 
possibility. Christianity, like Judaism, teaches love of one's neigh- 
bours. It even exhorts its adherents to turn the other cheek to the 
smiter, though this is a precept more honoured in the breach than 
in the observance, and treated with scant respect in such things as 
the class war, which is the domestic counter-part of the international 
war. It is in the conduct of the relations between peoples, rather 
than of those between individuals, that the great omission I have 
referred to seems to lic. There is no emphasis on justice and 
brotherly love between nation and nation. The golden rule is not 
invoked there! No nation is bidden to turn the other cheek— 
certainly not the American nation, at the moment of writing, with 
which it is rather a case of turn (out) the other pocket! You can 
trace this. attitude right through history. Not a war but has been 
blessed by the Churches of both parties to the conflict. No question 
asked as to whether it was just or right, and still less said about the 
golden rule. Just the old toast: “My country! In her quarrels 
with other nuiions may she be always in the right. But my 
country, right or wrong, against the world!” It is the same with 
unjust and iniquitous treaties. Not a word of collective protest 
ever! And you catch the reflection of this attitude in the mentality 
of peoples, who have clung and still cling te the besotted 
folly that other netions’ misfortunes are their advantage, and seem 
unable, even in these days of diminishing distance, to understand 
that the prosperity of each is the prosperity of all. Hence the 
prevalent cult of stand-offishness and mutual repulsion—the 
impossible war debts and the impassable tariffs, the anti-Jew lunacy, 
and all the rest of the ugly brood! 


1 I am correct in my diagnosis then the cause of our present dis- 

tresses becomes manifest and the failure of Christians to realise 
and abolish what I have called the great contradiction, is understand- 
able; and it is to an extension of the golden rule to international 
relationships, and the creation of a world-conscience, that we must 


look for release from present tribulations, Without that conscience 
it is useless for Mr. Wells to call for “one world-State,” and “ one 
world-brotherhood '""—the age-long Jewish prayer and ideal—for we 
should only substitute a disunited, quarrelling “unity "—a unity 
which would eventually split into its component fragments—for the 
sundered nations which now war on one another. And until that 
world-conscience is preached and born, until peoples, in the words 
of the Jewish praver-book, are spiritually welded into “ one band” 
to do the divine will, it is an affront even to offer Jews the blessings 
of Christianity, Our Christian friends have an overwhelming duty 
to themselves first—and, let me suggest, Jews, toe, have a duty te 
themselves. The Jew who joins in the Christmas revels must 
be a very pachydermatous member of the genus homo, for he is 
insensible to the long-drawn and still unended tragedy in which 
the event that is celebrated has involved his people. lt is no 
answer to say that Christmas, nowadays, is only a popular holiday 
or festivity. The religious significance that still clings to the 
occasion belies that plea, and a sensible Jew would know how to 
practise restraint with dignity, especially in davs like these when 
his coreligionists are under the harrow and the times call tous to ery 
our teachings of peace and social justice in the ears of the Ninevehs 
around us. The Jew celebrating Christmas may find pleasure in his 
conduct. Ldoubt whether the non-Jew finds him an object of respect!

Jewish Memorial Council. 


CENTKAL COMMITTEE FOR JEWISH EDUCATION, 

“ Should the Function of a Teacher and Shochet be Separated?” 
Tiis was one of the topics which, arising out of applications for 
renewals of grants to various Classes outside London. was discussed 
ata meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education. at the 
Communal Centre on Tuesday evening. 


In his reports on these Classes, Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M.B-E., the 
Director of Jewish Education. stated that at one of them the teaching was 
very unsatisfactory, and that the gentleman’ in question also acted in 
the capacity of Shochet. Since, however, he was well over sixty and d'd 
not come under the Pension Scheme, the meeting decided that it could do 
nothing in the matter. 

In the discussion, the Chairman, Dr, A. Eichholz. expressed the 
opinion that they could not possibly allow the matter to pass without 
comment. Mr. Herbert Adler advised that in such cases applications for. 
grants should bo met with the demand that: *' 1f you want any help from 
us we have got to be satisfied that your teacher canteach.’ ‘lhe Rev. 
Michae! Adler pointed out that some of these small congregations 
conld not afford to appoint two officials. <A suggestion was made that 
Travelling Teachers might solve the difficulty, but Mr. Herbert Adler 
declared definitely against it. 

The meeting-ultimately agreed to the proposal of the Chairman that 
the Director of Jewish Education should investigate the matter and issue 
a report. 

In the course of reports on his visits to various classes, Mr. Herbert 
Adler paid a special tribute to the Manchester Talmud Torah, who he 
said, probably had the largest number of pupils in the British Empire-- 
the number being no less than 644. Another interesting feature about 
this Institution was that girls were also taught and that, although the 
hours of tuition were not so long as they usually were at other Talmud 
Torahs, the boys and girls achieved exceptionally good results. 

The meeting agreed that Mr. Nathan Morris, the Education Officer and 
Secretary of the J.R.E.B.. should accept the invitation to goto Mauchester 
in order to deliver an address tothe Teachers there. He will goin the 
first week of February. 

The estimates of grants for 1933 showed that there was a complete 
budget of £3,084, compared with £3,023 for 1932--an increase of £61. 
These estimates, as well as those for the Teachers’ Training Comunittee 
for 1935, were passed. 

Mr. NATHAN MORRIS gave a report upon the Jewish Higher Educational 
Centre, which showed that the work was progressing favourably. 

The CHAIRMAN said they ought to congratulate Mr. Morris upon iis 
achievement in connection with this Centre.

Obituary. 


Mr. EDOUARD BERNSTEIN, 


The death occurred on Sunday, at the age of eighty-two, of Mr. 
Edouard Bernstein, the prominent pioneer of German Socialism, 
who devoted practically the whole of his long and active life to 
writing and speaking for the cause he believed in. The son of an 
engine-driver, who became a minor State official, and one of ten 
children, the deceased was born in 1850. He took up banking as a 
profession, but, becoming keenly interested in Socialism, sacrificed 
his career rather than forsake his principles; for in the Germany of 
that time, to be a Socialist was to be branded as a complete outcast 
as far as commercial or political advancement were concerned. He 
had to give up his position and went to live in Switzerland, where he 
became editorial secretary of the Socialist periodical ZUKUNFT. In 
1878, he was Editor of the SocraL DEMOKRAT at Zurich but his work 
here brought him into conflict with the authorities, a warrant was 
issued for his arrest and he fled to England where he took up residence 
in London. In 1901, the deceased returned to Germany and soon 
ufterwards he was elected, by a large majority, to represent the 
Western Division of Breslan in the Rechstag. Throughout his 
political career, he was a staunch upho!der of the righ 8 of democracy 
and was an eloquent pleader for social reform and for peace. During 
the War, he was again marked down for his fearless condemnation 
of warmongers, and in 1914 he was arrested for protes ing against 
the annexation of Belgium. In 1928, the deceased declined to 
accept re-nomination to the Reichstag on account of his age. Two 
years later, on the occasion of his eightipth birthday, when he 
attended the Conference of the German shcial Democratic Party, 
enthusiastic speeches of many delegates testified to his life-long 
work for the Party and for the movement. 

The deceascd wa: always sincerely proud of his Jewish origin and was 
sympathetic to the Zionist movement, though for the greater part of his 
lif: he was not actively connected with things Jewish. In both his political 
and his Jewish Lfe, he was greatly inflnenced by his uncle, Aaron 
Bernstein, who was a prominent figure in German political life and in 
the Jewish Reform movement and emancipation campaign in Germany: 
His father’s occupation as an engiuve-driver on the railway, and the fact 
that the family kept Sunday and did not observe the dietary laws, he 
stated in an article written cn his seventieth birthday to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, brought the:n very close to their Christian neighbours 
from whom there was hardiy axything to divide them. “My el est 
brother,” he remarked, ** discovered for tho first time that he was a Jew 
when some boys in the street cal.ed ‘Jew-boy’ after him.’ Edouard 
Bernstein was seventy-four years of aye when he took his stand for the 
first time on the platform of a Jewish meeting. It was a meeting held in 
Leipzig by the Committee for Promoting a Labour Palestine, whose efforts 
he continued to assist till the end. He also interested himself in other 
Jewish activities, and addressed, for instance, a Conference of East 
Evyropean Jewish Students in Germany. 

As @ young man, at the age of 30, he had formally seceded from the 
Jewish Community. But in an interview with the Jewish Tcleqgraphic Agency 
on his 80th birthday, he explained that he had done so only out of a sense 
of party discipline. “As a Jew, who was a leader of the Socialist Party, 
and preachel to my Christian comrades that they shoukld leave their 
churches,” he said, “1 had to be consistent and leave the Jewish Com- 
munity, although it was much tomy regret and with a great deal of grief. 
To-day,” he added, “I could in no circumstances leave the persecuted 
and oppressed Jewish Community. I have always fought for Jewish 
rights and I am work:ng now to a‘sistin the upbuilding of a Jewish Home 
in Palestine. I am fighting to, esher with the Poale Zion for the realisa- 
tion of their ideals, and declare mysclf in every way to be a Jew in the 
positive sense of the word.” 

At his first Jewish meeting in Leipzig in 1924, he said that for many 
years he had seen the only possible solution of the Jewish question in 
assimilation. With the disappearance of capitalism, he had bel eved that 
the Jewish question, too, would disappear. When Zionism had first 
appeared on the horizon, with its dream of a Jewi-h State, he had 
regarded it as reactionary and retrogressive. To-day, however, with the 
centre of the movement occupied by the Palest:nian working class, which 
links its national efforts with the international working class movement, 
the situation had become different. On January 4th, 1930, the eve of his 
© ghtieth birthday, he was present in Berlin at the annnal conference 
of the German Poale Zion Organisation and made an ‘avowal of faith in 
the Jewish Nat‘onal Home in Palestine. 

Last year, when he attained his cighty-second birthday, thse League 
for a Labour Palestine and the Poale Zion sent him telegrams, addressed 
to the ** Grand O11 Man of Socialism,” congratulating “the veteran of tho 
Socialist Labour movement, the champion of national peace and national 


liberty, the teacher of the international proletariat and the loyal! frien4 of 
the Jewish labour work in Palestine.” 


THe Late Mr. MORRIS LASKL.

A Memorial Service was held on Sunday last for the late Mr. Morr‘s 
Laski, J.P., at the Great Synagogue, Cheetham Hill Road. The Synagegue 
was crowded to overflowing, and among many distinguished members of 
the Congregation were the Mayor of Salford (Councillor Emery) and 
members of the Manchester and Salford City Councils and Benches of 
Magistrates. Every Jewish Institution and 8\nagogue of the two cities 
was represented, many charitable societies with which the late Mr. Laski 
was intim«tely connected having a most the whole of their Committees 
present. The Service, a fuliy choral one, was conducted by the Rev. H. 
Newman, ass sted by the Rev. L. Israel, and a moving oration on the life 
and work of the late Mr. Morris Laski was delivered by the Rev. I. 
Abrahams, Minister-elect of the Synagogue. Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., a 
brother of the deceased, recited Kaddish after the special Memoria) Prayer 
had been said. Immediately after the Service, the Congregation ad yourned 
to the Home for Aged and Needy Jews, where a Kaddish Tab.et was 
unveiled “to the sacred memory of the late Mr. Morris Laski, J.P.” The 
Revs. Abrahams and H. Newman cfficiatcd at this ceremony. 


Jews’ College Council. 


The Cuter RABBI, presiding on Wednesday evening over a Council 
meeting of Jews’ College in the Rose Hertz Memorial Hall of the Com. 
munal Centre, moved a yote of condolence with Mr. 8. Japhet on the loss 
he had suffered by the death of his wife. Dr. Hertz also announced that 
Mr. Japhet hoped to attend the next meeting of the Council after his 
enforeed absence from their recent deliberations. 

The Council received estimates of income ard expenditure of the 
College for the year ending 30th Tune, 1933, which showed the estimated 
income to be £7,338, and expenditure (including the expenses in connection 
with the Chief Rabbi's Appea!) £7,373-—an estimated deficit of £35. The 
estimated deficit on the running of the hostel, which has been covered by 
the proceeds of the function organised by the Ladies’ Auxiliary, is £300. 

Mr. JACOB WASSERMANN, the Treasurer, indicated that although the 
troubles of the College for the coming year were not very serious, in the 
following year they would be worse if things did not improve. 

The meeting considered the following resolutions proposed by Bir 
Robert Waley Cohen : 

That the Secretary and the Librarian beinstructed to make an annua! 
inventory of the Library and to make a joint report thereon to the Council. 

That no books of re erence be permitted to be taken fr m the Library except 
by members of the staff of Jews’ College and thas the Secretary be required to 
report to the Conncil every term that they have all been returned. 

That a Report be presented by the Librarian to the Council every quarter, 
of books borrowed which have been out for more than three months and not 
returned, showing in each case the period for which they have been outstanding. 

After a discussion, the meeting agreel to the proposal of the Chief 
Rabbi that the resolution shonld be considered by the Library Committee, 
which Sir Robert was invited to attend.

JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER’S PERFECT ARRANGEMENTS. 


A JEWISH CHRONICLE representative writes: Last Friday, I saw an 
example of the excellent practical work done by the Jews’ Temporary 
Shelter, Mansell Street, Aligate. Two hundrel transmigrants—men, 
women, children and babies-in-arms—had arrived in London from Poland 
en route for South America, where they hope to forget the unhappy con- 
ditions prevailing in Eastern Enrop?, and bog n a new jife. The Staff of 
the Shelter, headed by Mr. A. Mundy, the untiring and much-respected 
Secretary, and Mr. and Mrs. A. Michaelson, the sympathetic and helpful 
Superintendents, made every possible arrangement for the comfort 
of the visitors during their s'ay of a week. When I arrived for 
the purpose of securing pictures for reproduction in the picture page: 
of the JEWISH WORLD, the transmigrauts were sitting down to a 
substantial Innch. They were a very cheerful and optimistic crowd, 
loud in their praises of all that was boing done for them by the Shelter. 
A transmigrant from Warsaw observed that the sup ort of THe JEWISII 
CHRONICLE in ondon meant a great deal tothe Jews in Poland, especially 
in pol tical and diplomatc circles. The transmigrants sailed for their 
country of adoption last week-end by the Royal Mail steamer ** Arlanza” ; 
and the shipping company have made claborate arrangements for th* 
observarcce of Kashrut and the provision of Religions Services. Altogether, 
the Jews’ Temporary Shelter which, now that the Eastleigh Hostel is 
closed, is the only p ace of its kind where this class of transmigrant can 
be adequately housed, has offered shelter and maintesance to nearly 
2,000 such transmigrants during this year.

Mr. d’Avigdor-Goldsmid’s Resignation. 


THE POLISH DISORDERS. 


There was an unusually large attendance of members last 
Sunday, to say farewell tothe President. In moving the Report of 
the Law and Parliamentary Committee, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, K.C.. 
expressed the general regret that the Committee had been unable to 
induce Mr. d’Avigdor-Goldsmid to reconsider his decision to resign. 

Mr. Lionel Cohen also moved a special Report of the same 
Committee, relating that an agreement had been arrived at. between 
the United Synagogue, the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congrega. 
tions and the other parties concerned, as to the composition and 
functions of the new Rabbinical Commission for the Licensing of 
Shochetim—as.a result of which, the form of exemption for Shechita 
in the Slaughter of Animals Bill will not be the subject of any 
further internecine Jewish strife in the lobbies of the House of 
Commons. In the general joy and relief, everyone congratulated 
everyone else at the happy issue. Mr. Neville Laski, Mr. Lionel 
Cohen, Mr. dAvigdor-Goldsmid, the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Homa. Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen—no one was forgotten, everyone was lauded. 

This idyllic scene disappeared in a flash when the Board turned 
to consider the Report of the Joint Foreign Committee. A strong 
attack was made on the paragraph referring to the anti-Jewish out- 
break at Lemberg, and there was substance in the criticism of the 
letter to the Polish Ambassador. The Committee was supported. 
however, by the general desire of members not to make more 
difficultiés for the present Polish Government; and the Report 


survived unscathed, as to both the paragraph referring to Poland > 


and that relating to Aden. 


The President, Mr. O. E. D'AVIGDOR-GOLDSMILD (Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation), who presided, moved a vote of condolence with the family of the 
late Mr. Morris Laski, of Manchester, and paid a tribute to his work for 
communal and general charities. 


Law and Parliamentary Committee. 

Mr. Lionen L. Conen, K.C. (Barrow-in-Furness), presented the 
Special Report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee on the Slaughter 
of Animals Bill, which, in connection with the protracted negotiations 
bet ween the various interested bodies for the establishment of a Rabbinical 
Commission for the licensing of Shochetim, stated that the final terms of 
the Draft Agreement were agreed upon at alate hour on December 5th. 
The Agreement, a copy of which was annexed to the Report, now awaited 
ratification by the interested bodies. Mr. Cohen said the Agreement 
secured, on the one hand, a unified control of all Shechita, thus ensuring 
that through no carelessness in any direction would anything be done to 
endanger the continuance of Shechita in this country. On the other hand, 
the Agreement also secured that the religious convictions of any com. 
munity should receive full respect. He thought they owed a deep debt of 
gratitude to the President, who had worked for many years to secure 
agreement upon this thorny subject, and to Mr. Neville Laski who had 
done more of the “ donkey” work than anyone else in the last stages of the 
negotiations. But it would not be right to pay a tribute only to the 
negotiators—-to those who were seeking peace. For agreement could not 
have been reached, if the spirit of accommodation had not been displayed 
by those whose views to start with were in conflict with theirs. 

Mr. ELSLEY ZEITLYN (Cape Town) paid tribute to the part which the 
Chief Rabbi had played in the negotiations. 

Dr. B. Homa (Spitalfields Great), on behalf of the Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations, spoke of the desire for justice and fair-play which 
had animated the President, and said that their heartfelt thanks were 
also due to Mr. Neville Laski, who had thoroughly appreciated the stand.- 
point of the Union and stepped in at the crucial moment in order to effect 
a settlement. Their thanks were due also to Mr. Lionel Cohen for his 
fairness in conducting the proceedings of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee. As to the Agreement, he believed that it provided the main 
principles for which the Union had been continuously striving, namely, 
complete freedom of conscience in regard to Shechita for any community of 
Jews who were actuated by sincere religious motives ; and this had been 
made possible without interfering with the unified control of Shechita, so 
that it could honestly be said that the Agreement did justice to 
both parties. No further opposition would be offered by the Union to the 
Slaughter of Animals Bill in its present form. 

Mr. NEVILLE J. LASK!, K.C. (Fulham and Kensington), paid a tribute 
to the work which Dr. Homa had put in in spite of his professional pre- 
oceupations, while Mr. Isaac Landau (United Synagogue), the President 
of the Shechita Board, reminded the Board of the strenuous labours of Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen to bring about an amicable settlement. 

The Report was received and adopted by the Board with great 
enthusiasm. 

Mr. LioneL L. COHEN next presented the ordinary Report of the Law 
and Parliamentary Committee. In connection with the paragraph 
recording with regret that in spite of all its efforts, the ¢ omunittee had 
not succeeded in inducing Mr. Goldsmid to retonsider his decision to resign 
the Presidency of the Board, he said that the regret which their 
unsuccessful efforts must evoke was, he felt certain, shared by every 
member of the Board. Since his assumption of the Presidency seven 
years ago, Mr. Goldsmid had won the respect of every member of the 
Board, for the work he had done and their affection for the way in which 
he had done it. s 

- The Report, under the heading of “Statistical Bureau Conference, 
stated that they had received a report from the Delegates appointed by 
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the Board to the Conference held on November 20th, 1982. The Con- 
ference, adds the Report, passed a resolution approving in principle the 
idea of a Communal Statistical Service for London and the United Kingdom 
Kencrally and appointed a sub-Committee, of which Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn is 
a member, for the purpose of furthering the scheme, The sub-Committee 
Was instructed to report to the Conference in due course. 

Nearly all the subsequent discussion on the Report centred around 
the resignation of the President to whom tributes were paid by Majer 
Isidore Salmon, M.P. (United Synagogue): Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches 
(Leeds Beth Hamedrash) ; Mr. Leouard G. Montetiore (Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation); Mr. L. Kingsley (Walford Road): Mr. Maurice Jacobs (Brighton) : 
Mr. D. Barnett (Toftenham): and Lt.-Col. Charles Walevw Cohen ntral), 

in responding and returning ‘thauks for all that had been said about 
him, Mr. GOLDSMID said that he was giving up the Presidency at a moment 
when seme of the controversies which had been frequently debated 
looked as if they were approaching a satisfactory settlement. He was 
aware of the fact that others were bound to arise. Nevertheless, he felt 
that it was time that another and possibly younger man without the 
deafness disability from which he was suffering, should hold the very 
honourable position which he had been very proud indeed to occupy. 

The Report was adopted. 

Joint Foreign Committee. 


In the course of the Joint Foreign Committee Report, presevted by 


Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, correspondence which had passed between — 


the Committee and the Polish Ambassador in London was given. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE, after unreservedly associating the Board with the 
feeling of abhorrence that had been felt by Jews all over the world at the 
recent events in Poland, said that the opinion expressed by the Polish 
Ambassador, was, they might take it, that of the Polish Government itself. 
But there was little doubt that the efforts of highly placed Polish officials 
were hampered by their minor subordinates and that far greater vigour 
was needed in preventing these outbreaks if the protection which was 
promised in the Polish constitution to all its citizens was to be translated 
from theory into fact. 

Mr. Montefiore then dealt with the following paragraph in.the Report 
concerning Aden : 

The Committee is informed that the Chief Commissioner of Aden has 
refused his sanction to the holding of an enquiry, under 8S. 26 A of the 
Bombay District Police Act, with a view to determining the amount of damage 
or loss ineurred by the Jews during the disturbances in May last, on the ground 
that, in the absence of any persons on’ Whom responsibility could be laid, the 
section provided no practical remedy. The Committee proposes to obtain 
further advice with reference to the possibility of further action in the matter. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE, referring to the letter on the subject of Aden which 
had appeared in last Friday's JEWIsH CHRONICLE, said the District Com, 
missioner had refused the holding of an enquiry to assess damages under 
the relevant paragraph of the Bombay Police Act, the riots, in the opinion 
of the Commissioner, having been caused by people from the Hinterland. 
‘This decision, he might add, had been approved by the Government of 
India. With regard to the Police, he was informed by the India Office 
that there were now, in addition to the Moslem police, thirty-five Indian 
police, which it Was considered was sufficient to prevent any further out- 
breaks. In the opinion of the Government of India and of the Aden 
Commissioner the police behaved perfectly well during the riets, and as 
evidence of this there was the fact that of the people who were injured no 
less than cleven were members of the Police, and one could only conclude 
that they were injured in an attempt to stop the riot, 

There was a long discussion on the Polish riots. 

Mr. MORRIS MYER (Cannon Strect Road), referring to a suggestion by 
Mr. J. Altman (S. Hackney), to hold a mass protest demonstration, pointed 
out that such a demonstration could only be effective when the Govery. 
ment in question was responsible for any pogrom. The present Govern. 
ment in Poland did its best to prevent the pogroms, and without this 
sympathetic attitude they would have had to deal with a situation far 
worse than it was. Nor should they forget that all these things were 
scenes in a great drama which was going on in Eastern Europe. The 
same things were happening in Rumania and tn other countries, including 
Germany and Austria. It was a different matter, however, if it were 
suggested that the Jewish people should consider the boycotting that was 
going on in various countries. But let them not select one country the 
Government of which happened to be sympathetic to the Jews, 

On the question of Aden, Councillor H. NEWMAN (Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations! wanted to know why it was left to a small 
unorganised comunity to make its own representations to the authorities. 
It was not merely a question of damage although that had been very 
great. The question was why no enquiry had been instituted into the 
attacks upon the Jews. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE replied that they had done all they could in the matter 
and he hoped that they would be able to do something more. But they 
must remember that the formal decree by the Chief Commissioner, which 
had been approved by the Government of India, was a very formidable 
thing to tackle. They would, however, continue to do everything that 
was possible. 

The Report was adopted. 

Aliens Committee. 

Mr. H. S. SCHILDKRAUT (Order Achei -Brith and Shield of Abraham) 
moved the Report of the Aliens Committee which, inter alia, quoted a 
resolution of the Advisory Committee on the admission of Jewish 
Ecclesiastical Officials as follows: 

The Committee desires to draw the attention of Congregations to the fact 


that there are available in this country a number of qualified and competent 
men, and strongly recommends that full consideration should be given to them 


-in connection with future appointments. 


The following resolution unanimously adopted at a Joint Special 
meeting of the Executive of the Association of Ministers (Chazanim) of 
Great Britain (London) and the Manchester Cantors’ Association held in 
Manchester on November 20th, 1982, is also quoted : 

That this meeting gravely deplores the fact that there are many Chazanim 
in this cowntry without positions, and appeals to all those Congregations where 
there. .are vacancies to give first consideration to applicants residing in the 
United Kingdon. 

The Reports of the Shechita Committee, Education Committee and 
Palestine Committee were presented by Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn (Cape Town), 
Lady Spielman (Union of Jewish Women) and Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches

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Obituary. 


Mr. EDOUARD BERNSTEIN. 


The death occurred on Sunday, at the age of cighty-two, of Mr. 

Edouard Bernstein, the prominent pioneer of German Socialism, 
who devoted practically the whole of his long and active life to 
writing and speaking for the cause he believed in. The son of an 
engine-driver, who became a minor State official, and one of ten 
children, the deceased was born in 1850. He took up banking as a 
profession, but, becoming keenly interested in Socialism, sacrificed 
his career rather than forsake his principles; for in the Germany of 
that time, to be a Socialist was to be branded as a complete outcast 
as far as commercial or political advancement were concerned. He 
had to give up his position and went to live in Switzerland, where he 
became editorial secretary of the Socialist periodical ZUKUNFT. In 
1878, he was Editor of the SocraAL DEMOKRAT at Zurich but his work 
here brought him into conflict with the authorities, a warrant was 
issued for his arrest and he fled to England where he took up residence 
in London. In 1901, the deceased returned to Germany and soon 
afterwards he was elected, by a large ma{ority, to represent the 
Western Division of Breslau in the Rechstag. Throughout his 
political career, he was a staunch upho!tder of the righ 8 of democracy 
and was an eloquent pleader for social reform and for peace. During 
the War, he was again marked down for his fearless condemnation 
of warmongers, and in 1914 he was arrested for protes ing against 
the annexation of Belgium. In 1928, the deceased declined to 
accept re-nomination to the Reichstag on account of his age. Two 
years later, on the occasion of his eightieth birthday, when he 
attended the Conference of the German Social Democratic Party, 
enthusiastic speeches of many delegates testified to his life-long 
work for the Party and for the movement. 

The deceascd wa: always sincerely proud of his Jewish origin and was 
sympathetic to the Zionist movement, though for the greater part of his 
lif: he was not actively connected with things Jewish. In both his political 
and his Jewish life, he was greatly infinenced by his uncle, Aaron 
‘Bernstein, who was a prominent figure in German political life and in 
the Jewish Reform movement and emancipation campaign in Germany: 
His father’s occupation as an engiuve-driver on the railway, and the fact 
that the family kept Sunday and did not observe the dietary laws, he 
stated in an article written cn his seventieth birthday to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, brought then very close to their Christian neighbours 
from whom there was hardiy anything to divide them. “My el est 
brother,” he remarked, ** discovered for the first time that he was a Jew 
when some boys in the street cal.ed ‘Jew-boy’ after him.’ Ekdouard 
Bernstein was seventy-four year: of aye when he took his stand for the 
first time on the platform of a Jewish meeting. It was a meeting held in 
Leipzig by the Committee for Promoting a Labour Palestine, whose efforts 
he continued to assist till the end. He also interested himself in other 
Jewish activities, and addressed, for instance, a Conference of East 
European Jewish Students in Germany. 

As a young man, at the age of 30, he had formally seceded from the 
Jewish Com:‘nunity. Butin an interview with the Jewish Tcleqraphic Agency 
on his 80th birthday, he explained that he had done so only out of a sense 
of party discipline. “As a Jew, who was a leader of the Socialist Party, 
and preachel to my Christian comrades that they should leave their 
churches,” he said, “I had to be consistent and leave the Jewish Com.- 
munity, although it was much tomy regret and with a great deal of grief. 
To-day,” he added, “I could in no circumstances leave the persecuted 
and oppressed Jewish Community. I have always fought for Jewish 
rights and I am work:ng now to a‘sistin the upbuilding of a Jewish Home 
in Palestine. I am fighting to, ether with the Poale Zion for the realisa- 
tion of their ideals, and I declare myscif in every way to be a Jew in the 
positive sense of the word.” 

At his first Jewish meeting in Leipzig in 1924, he said that for many 
years he had seen the only possible solution of the Jewish question in 
assimilation. Wi'h the disappearance of capitalism, he had bel eved that 
the Jewish question, too, would disappear. When Zionism had first 
appeared on the horizon, with its dream of a Jewi-h State, he had 
regarded it as reactionary and retrogressive. To-day, however, with the 
centre of the movement occupied by the Palest:nian working class, which 
links its national efforts with the international working class movement, 
the situation had become different. On January 4th, 1930, thé eve of his 
e ghtieth birthday, he was present in Berlin at the annual conference 
of the German Poale Zion Organisation and made an ‘avowal of faith in 
the Jewish Nat-onal Home iu Palestine. 

Last ycar, when he attained his cighty-second birthday, ths League 
for a Labour Palestine and the Poale Zion sent him telegrams, addressed 
to the ** Grand O11 Man of Socialism,” congratulating “the veteran of tho 
Soc alist Labour movement, the champion of national peace and national 


liberty, the teacher of the internationa! proletariat and the loyal friend of 
the Jewish labour work in Palestine.”

Mr. d’Avigdor-Goldsmid’s Resignation. 


THE POLISH DISORDERS. 


There was an unusually large attendance of members last 
Sunday, to say farewell to the President. In moving the Report of 
the Law and Parliamentary Committee, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, K.C.. 
expressed the general regret that the Committee had been unable to 
induce Mr. d’Avigdor-Goldsmid to reconsider his decision to resign. 

Mr. Lionel Cohen also moved a special Report of the same 
Committee, relating that an agreement had been arrived at between 
the United Synagogue, the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congrega- 
tions and the other parties concerned, as to the composition and 
functions of the new Rabbinical Commission for the Licensing of 
Shochetim—as a result of which, the form of exemption for Shechita 
in the Slaughter of Animals Bill will not be the subject of any 
further internecine Jewish strife in the lobbies of the House of 
Commons. In the general joy and relief, everyone congratulated 
everyone else at the happy issue. Mr. Neville Laski, Mr. Lionel 
Cohen, Mr. d' Avigdor-Goldsmid, the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Homa, Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen—no one was forgotten, everyone was lauded. 

This idyllic scene disappeared in a flash when the Board turned 
to consider the Report of the Joint Foreign Committee. A strong 
uttack was made on the paragraph referring to the anti-Jewish out- 
break at Lemberg, and there was substance in the criticism of the 
letter co the Polish Ambassador. The Committee was supported, 
however, by the general desire of members not to make more 
difficulties for the present Polish Government; and the Report 
survived unscathed, as to both the paragraph referring to Poland 
and that relating to Aden. 


The President, Mr. O. E. D’AVIGDOR-GOLDSMID (Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation), who presided, moved a vote of condolence with the family of the 
late Mr. Morris Laski, of Manchester, and paid a tribute to his work for 
communal and general charities. 


Law and Parliamentary Committee. 

Mr. Lionen L. Comex, K.C. (Barrow-in-Furness), presented the 
Special Report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee on the Slaughter 
of Animals Bill, which, in conneetion with the protracted negotiations 
bet ween the various interested bodies for the establishment of a Rabbinical! 
Commission for the licensing of Shochetim, stated that the final terms of 
the Draft Agreement were agreed upon at alate hour on December 5th. 
The Agreement, a copy of which was annexed to the Report, now awaited 
ratification by the interested bodies. Mr. Cohen said the Agreement 
secured, on the one hand, a unified control of all Shechita, thus ensuring 
that through no carelessness in any direction would anything be done to 
endanger the continuance of Shechita in this country. On the other hand, 
the Agreement also secured that the religious convictions of any com. 
munity should receive full respect. He thought they owéd a deep debt of 
gratitude to the President, who had worked for many years to secure 
agreement upon this thorny subject, and to Mr. Neville Laski who had 
done more of the “ donkey” work than anyone else in the last stages of the 
negotiations. But it would not be right to pay a tribute only to the 
negotiators—to those who were seeking peace. For agreement could not 
have been reached, if the spirit of accommodation had not been displayed 
by those whose views to start with were in conflict with theirs. — 

Mr. ELSLEY ZEITLYN (Cape Town) paid tribute to the part which the 
Chief Rabbi had played in the negotiations. 

Dr. B. Homa (Spitalfields Great), on behalf of the Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations, speke of the desire for justice and fair-play which 
had animated the President, and said that their heartfelt thanks were 
also due to Mr. Neville Laski, who had thoroughly appreciated the stand. 
point of the Union and stepped in at the crucial moment in order to effect 
a settlement. Their thanks were due also to Mr. Lionel Cohen for his 
fairness in conducting the proceedings of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee. As to the Agreement, he believed that it provided the main 
principles for which the Union had been continuously striving, namely, 
complete freedom of conscience in regard to Shechita for any Community of 
Jews who were actuated by sincere religious motives ; and this had been 
made possible without interfering with the unified control of Shechita, so 
that it could honestly be said that the Agreement did justice to 
both parties. No further opposition would be offered by the Union to the 
Slaughter of Animals Bill in its present form. 

Mr. NEVILLE J. LAsKI, K.C. (Fulham and Kensington), paid a tribute 
to the work which Dr. Homa had put in in spite of his professional pre- 
oceupations, while Mr. Isaac Landau (United Synagogue), the President 
of the Shechita Board, reminded the Board of the strenuous labours of Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen to bring about an amicable settlement. 

The Report was received and adopted by the Board with great 
enthusiasm. 

Mr. LIONEL LL. CoHEN next presented the ordinary Report of the Law 
and Parliamentary Committee. Im connection with the paragraph 
recording with regret that in spite of all its efforts, the Committee had 
not succeeded in inducing Mr. Goldsmid to retonsider his decision to resign 
the Presidency of the Board, he said that the regret which their 
unsuccessful efforts must evoke was, he felt certain, shared by every 
member of the Board.

Mr. MONTEFIORE, referring to the letter on the subject of Aden which 
had appeared in last Friday's JEWIsH CHRONICLE, said the District Com- 
missioner had refused the holding of an enquiry to assess damages under 
the relevant paragraph of the Bombay Police Act, the riots, in the opinion 
of the Commissioner, having been caused by people from the Hinterland. 
This decision, he might add. had been approved by the Government of 
India. With regard to the Police, he was informed by the India Office 
that there were now, in addition to the Moslem police, thirty-five Indian 
police, which it was considered was sufficient to prevent any further out- 
breaks. In the opinion of the Government of India and of the Aden 
Commissioner the police behaved perfectly well during the riots, and as 
evidence of this there was the fact that of the people who were injured no 
less than cleven were members of the Police, and one could only conclude 
that they were injured in an attempt to stop the riot, 

There was a long discussion on the Polish riots. 

Mr. MorRIs MYER (Cannon Street Road), referring to a suggestion by 
Mr. J. Altman (5. Hackney), to hold a tnass protest demonstration, pointed 
out that such a demonstration couldonly be effective when the Govery. 
ment in question was responsible for any pogrom. The present Govern. 
ment in Poland did its best to prevent the pogroms, and without this 
sympathetic attitude they would have had to deal with a situation far 
worse than it was. Nor should they forget that all these things were 
scenes in a great drama which was going on in Eastern Europe. The 
same things were happening in Rumania and in other countries, including 
Germany and Austria. It was a different matter, however, if it were 
suggested that the Jewish people should consider the boycotting that was 
going on in various countries. But let them not select one country the 
Government of which happened to be sympathetic to the Jews. 

On the question of Aden, Councillor H. NEWMAN (Union of Orthodox 


Hebrew Congregations) wanted to know why it was left to a small 


unorganised community to make its own representations to the authorities. 
It was not merely a question of damage although that had been very 
great. The question was why no enquiry had been instituted into the 
attacks upon the Jews. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE replied that they had done all they could in the matter 
and he hoped that they would be able to do something more. But they 
must remember that the formal decree by the Chief Commissioner, which 
had been approved by the Government of India, was a very formidable 
thing to tackle. They would, however, continue to do everything that 
was possible. 

The Report was adopted. 

Aliens Committee. 

Mr. H. S. SCHILDKRAUT (Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham) 
moved the Report of the Aliens Committee which. inter alia, quoted a 
resolution of the Advisory Committee on the admission of Jewish 
Ecclesiastical Officials as follows: 

The Committee desires to draw the attention of Congregations to the fact 
that there are available in this country a number of qualified and competent 


men, and strongly recommends that full consideration should be given to them 
in connection with future appointments. 


The following resolution unanimously adopted at a Joint Special 
meeting of the Executive of the Association of Ministers (Chazanim) of 
Great Britain (London) and the Manchester Cantors’ Association held in 
Manchester on November 20th, 1932, is also quoted : 3 

That this meeting gravely deplores the fact that there are many Chazanin 
in this country without positions, and appeals to all those Congregations where 
there are vacancies to give first consideration to applicants residing in the 
United Kingdom. 

The Reports of the Shechita Committee, Education Committee and 
Palestine Committee were presented by Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn (Cape Town), 
Lady Spielman (Union of Jewish Women) and Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches 
(Leeds Beth Hamedrash) respectively. All the Reports were adopted.

Jacob and the Angel.” 


By RABBI L. RABINOWITZ. 


“And Jacob was left alone, and there wre stled aman with him 


until the breaking of the day” (Gen. xrru., 20’. 


What was this mysterious contest which was so desperately 
fought throughont the stillness of the night on the banks of the 
river Jabbok? It is so wrapped in mystery that a hundred and one 
different interpretations have been given, each one reading therein 
his own preconceived ideas. The folklorist sees in it a relic of the 
ancient legend that before a man could cross a river he had to over-- 
come the spirit of the river, and divests it of any religious signifi- 
cance. The strict rationalist regards the man as pone other than 
Esan, and sees in the outcome of the struggle the reason for his 
changed attitude on the morrow; the Talmud calls him ~ the 
guardian angel of Esau,’ while the mystic sees in it a struggle 
between angel and man. 

But none of these expla~ations is sat:sfactory. since all of them ignore 
the fact that this struggle marks a definite stage in the development of 
Jacob's spiritual consciousness, a definite ascent up the mountain of the 
Lord: it marks the transition from Jacob the Lowly, Jacob the Supplanter 
to Israel the Prince, the climax and turning-point of his life: the struggie, 
such as it was. was the internal wrestling of the man with himself, 
which resulted in the final ennoblement of his character. 

In order to understand it aright, it is essential to consider fally the 
incidents of Jacob's life which led up to it, as weil as the attendant 
circumstances, since both are prime contributory factors. We must 
review the external and internal influences which played upon bis soul, 
and which reach their climax im this contest of the night. It is a 
fascinating psychological study which can be applied to every man in 
every ace. 

The first glimpse which is afforded us of the spiritual side of Jacob's 
nature is his wondrous visien ef the ladcer stretching from heaven to 
earth. of the angels of God ascending and descending, of God's Presence 


standing over him. guarding him. Inspired by this vision he had taken a 
colemn vow of allegiance to God. If God will be with me, and will keep 
meon this way thatI go... . then shall the Lord be my God.” But 


alas! The incidents of Jacob's life which followed did not conduce to the 
fulfilment of this vow. Forced to dwell with his crafty, scheming and 
unscrupulous uncle Laban, and serve him for twenty years, he had been 
unable to live up to those ideals wh ch he had set himself. For the sake 
of his very existence, becaust of the responsibilities which he owed to his 
wives aod children, he had been obliged to meet craft with craft and 
cunning with cunning. During those years his nobler self had been over- 
grown with a noxious growth of weeds, he had been dragged to spiritual 
unconsciousness by the cares of material life. There is nothing spiritual, 
1othing holy, nothing uplifting in this chapter of his life. One thing only 
had preserved him from descending to the level of Laban, and that was 
the growing urge within him to return to his father’s honse, an uneasy 
realisation that he was being unfaithful to his traditions. And at last ho 
was able to realise that yearning; and he fled from Laban, only to be 
pursned and overtaken by him. But after mutual recriminations, peace 
was established and a tower of stones set up, forbidding either to crocs it. 
Hope and Anxiety. 

And at this unexpected deliverance Jacob's spirits soared. Surely 
God was with him. ‘**‘ And Jacob went on his way. and the ancels of God 
met him. And Jacob said when he saw them ‘ This is God's camp.’ ” 
But as high as they soared at the knowledge of danger averted, so were 
they dashed to the cround at the ominous tidings which soon came. His 
brother Esan had not forgotten his ancient hatred and was coming against 
him with 400 men. Jacob was panic stricken. He had emerged from one 
danger only to be faced by another infinitely greater. All that he had so 
painfully acquired during the last twenty years, his family, his flocks, 
dear life itself were at stake. And with a heavy heart he set about 
making the necessary preparations for the reception of his brother, as 
Rashi points out, by prayer, by the sending of gifts and by strategy. 

Can one not visualise the desperate thoughts which went on in his 
mind as the day grew to a close, the awful pressure of his anxiety, 
rendered all the more potent by the high spirits which had preceded it? 
He sent acro*s the stream his wives, his children, his possessions, and he 
was leftalone in the night on the other bank of the river. For what 
purpose? The Talmud suggests that he had returned for some 
unimportant articles which he had left behind, and one can well imagine 
him giving this specious excuse to be left alone. For in that gnawing 
anxiety, that sense of frustration and impotence, the sounds to which 
he had been accustomed were maddening. The grunting of the camels, the 
neighing of the horses, the bleating of the sheep, the prattling of the 
children, even the p:esence of his loving wife, all that daily atmosphere 
became intolerable to him. He longed for tranquillity, for quiet, for 
peace to quieten his distracted mind*and to marshal his disordered 
thoughts, and for this purpose he was alone. Around him was the pro- 
found stillness of that desolate region, beside him the murmur of the 
brook over the stoncs, above him the silent starry heaven. And there he 
sat with despair in his heart, realising that he was trapped. Behind him 
the Mizpah tower barred his way, before him the unkrown terror of 
Esau_ while around him were robber tribes eager for booty. (Gen. xxxv, 5.) 
“ And when Jacob was alone, a man struggled with him.” Who was this 
man, if he wasalone? It was the man within him, the material side of 
his nature wrestling with his spiritual natare, that Divine spark which had 
almost died cut, but which the atmosphere and the circumstances of the 
moment both combined to fan to eager flame. The “man” tried to bring 
him to the PAN dust, the spirit rcs.sted. Desperately that fight went on 

‘within him. At first the man prevailed. It is not easy to erase the impress 
of twenty years, to cast off the habits ingrained in manhood. EPut then 
it touched his sinew, the sinew of his stre igth, that which caused him 
to walk on his journey of life, the memory cf his vow of twenty yeais

before. He realised the depths to which he had fallen. He saw how 
the physical part of him had obtained mastery over his soul. He went 
through the valley of darkness till dawn came, and with it victory. A new 
light saffased his soul “The sun shone for him.” And the man said: 
“Send me away, for the day breaketh,” but Jacob refused to let him y» 
until he had turned that which had brought him to the brink of rnin int) 
a blessing. “And he said, I will not let thee go, except thon dost b'ess 
me.” And the blessing came, his name was changed as a symbol of his 
changed nature. In his own words, he had seen God face to face and his 
soul was delivered. He had striven and prevailed, Israel stood revealed, 
Israel, the type of the nobility of the human race. 

Does not this selfsame struggle take place within every man whio 
realises that he has within him a spark of the Divine, a soul which raise. 
him above the level of the 4nimal? The whole of nian’s life is an eterna! 
strngg'e between these two warring factors, the material and th. 
spiritual within him. The “man” tries to bring him to the dust, the Gov! 
within him strives to reach the stars. 

But it is rarely indeed that the cozrso is prepared for a fair contes! 
it is but too often an unequal struggle. So manifold are the cares an! 
anxieties which fill man’s life, so pressing the. needs of modern existence. 
so many the distract ons, that the claims of the spirit are forgotten. Wer 
he from t'me to time to analyse his life, he wonld realise that it is litt). 
removed from that of the animal. He lives to satisfy his physical desire-~, 
his whole life isa round of eating and sleeping and work and pleasur 
He has neither the time nor the incentive for contemplation: the victor, 
of the man becomes a walk-over. 

Two things are essential to ronse the dormant soul within us. Th. 
first is the approach of a crisis... lt is when we come up against such 
crisis, when the way is barred from behind and before, whea dang: 
threatens us on all sides, when we sce the possibility of all that we hay. 
painfully acquired, all that we have exhausted our energies in strivin 
for, being swept away, that we ask ourselves the question: “ What prof) 
hath man cf all his labour under the sun?” and the answer of our Rabb: 
suggests itself: “ Indeed of his labour under the sun he hath no profit, b 
only in his labour above the sun."" And for this reason persccut on turn- 
us to God. It is not mere waywardness that, because we.are persecute, 
we resolve to adhere to ovr fuith. Itis because like all crises it can~+ 
the husk round the soul to fall away and reveals our true being. 

But in order o wage the battle there must bs a withdrawal, a flig): 
far from the madd ng crowd, a period of contemplation and introspe 
tion. “ Were it not for the sound of the throng in the city, we might bea 
the sun in its course,” says tha Talmud, but the “sound of the cit, 
throng,” is always with us and prevents us from considering Heaven! 
things. As long as we move in our accustomed milieu, the still sma! 
voice Within us is drowned by the ceaseless din around. When we wit! 
draw from it, then alone can the ground be cleared for the struggle. W) 
has not learned t> treasure those reservoirs of spiritual strength wh. 
come in the st liness of the night. or when we walk alone under the star, 
exparse of Heaven; when we wend our way along a solitary road or when \ 
contemplate the limitless; waste of the sea or the desert? It is then tha 
we can make an impartial WEI {TaWNM, reckoning of the soul, it is th 
that the contest takes place within us and alters the whole tenor of o 
life. It is not withont its ravages, ib leaves its mark on our physi 
heing, it causes us to limp haltingly like Jacob on our way through |i: 
instead of marching proudly and arrogantly ; but it has its sweet con 
pensations in the added spiritual strength that comes to us, in the kno. 
ledge that: *‘ we have seen God face to face and our soul is delivered,’ |»: 
the realisation that our soul has striven for the mastery and prevailed, | 
the firm conviction that at last we can say ‘‘I am the captain of my 80) 
I am the master of my fate.”’

DIFFICULTIES AT DOLLIS HILL. 


Affiliation Scheme for Small Congregations. 


INAUGURATION OF THE U.S. FELLOWSHIP. 


As briefly announced in our last issue, a meeting of the Council 
of the United Synagogue was held last week at the Communal 
Centre. Mr. SaAmuret Moses, M.A., one of the Vice-Presidents, 
presided. 

Gladstone Park and Dollis Hill. 


Mr. Moses said that a number of questions had been put to them in 
regard to the Dollis Hill Synagogue, about which there scemed to bea 
good deal of misunderstanding. He would therefore ask Sir Robert Waleyv 
Cohen to make a statement. : 

Sir Ropert WALLEY COHEN said: “ Prior to the formation of the 
Dollis Hill Congregation there was another in existence known as the 
Gladstone Park Congregation. They were in touch with the United 
Synagogue, at an early date, with regard to affiliation. Very early it 
became apparent that the Minister of the Synagogue held the deeds of 
the building and was reluctant to part with them except on condition of 
receiving a life appointment as Minister of the Synagogue. The proper 
position is, of course, that the Synagogue should belong to the Congrega. 
tion. and the Minister to the Synagogue. In this case, however, the 
situation was reversed, and the Minister claimed that the Synagogue 
belonged fo him. We felt the request for a life appointment should not 
be acceded to, least of all when it was put forward as a condition of 
enabling the Congregation to get possession of their Synagogue, and we 
mivised the Synagogue that they should not grant it. In view of the 
unsatisfactory situation, I personally interviewed the various parties con. 
cerned, including the Minister, but was not able to find a way out of the 
difficulty. 

Extraordinary Procecdings. 

“ Then,” continued Sir Robert,“ some very extraordinary procecdings 
began to take place. The Committee of the Synagogue decided to submit 
certain proposals to the members, and a General Meeting of the Con: rega- 
tion was held for this purpose. About 100 to 120 members attended. The 
Committee put forward its recommendation to mect the views of the 
Minister. The Committee's proposils were rejected by the members of 
the Congregation by a large majority, and the meeting then passed a vote 
of censure on the Committee and called on them to resign. One or two of 
them did resign, but others refused to do so and remained in defiance of 
the wishes of the majority of the Congregation. The remaining members 
of the Committee convened another meeting, but they refrained from 
sending notices of the meeting to many members who were not in agree- 
ment with their views. Only about thirty persons attended this meeting, 
and you will not be surprised that in this way the Committee got through 
their resolution. No less than forty-six male members have stated in 
writing that they received no notice to attend this meeting, and there are 
many others who have stated so verbally. The members who were 
prevented from expressing their views and recording their votes at the 
meeting or taking their proper share in the proceedings of the Gladstone 
Park Synagogue, of which they were keen and enthusiastic members, were 
naturally very disturbed at the irregular and improper proceedings. 
The aggrieved parties proposed to move in the Law Courts for an injunc- 
tion. Naturally, we were all anxious that this should be avoided, and 
suggested that they should go to the Beth Din. They readily fell in with 
our views, but the other parties refused the arbitration of the Beth Din. 
The majority of the Congregation, who had thus been excluded from their 
Synagogue, decided then that they must form a Congregation of their 
_ own. On general grounds such a course is always to be deprecated, but 
in the circumstances of this case I feel that everyone who cares for the 
decent and orderly conduct of our religious affairs will agree with me that 
they were right in forming a body of their own, Notwithstanding that they 
have no Synagogue, the Congregation is an active and virile one. It con- 
sists of one hundred-and-twenty young Jewish families, and they have 
already organised and are carrying on very efficient Religion Classes. 
This Congregation is naturally anxious to have a properly conducted 
Congregation and place of worship, and I think you will agree, after what 
I have told you, that they are entitled to the support of the United 
Synagogue.” 

Mr. I. W. Goldberg was elected to represent the United Synagogue on 
the Board of Shechita and Messrs. H. Norman and M. Sagon delegates to 
the Jewish Religious Education Board. 


Linking up Small Congregations. 


The Council had before it details of a scheme of affiliation of small 
Congregations, recommended by the Executive. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, giving details of the Scheme, said that it 
had become desirable, so that the small congregations growing up all around 
London should. beable to inthe work ofthe United Synagogue. In 
every case they had been able to associate a smaller congregation with 
one of thé old established Constituent Synagogues of the United Syna- 
gogue, so that the smali congregation would be able to receive some help 
from the oiler, longer established and more experienced congregation. 
The following Congregations had become attached to the United Synagogue 
under the Scheme : 

Balham and Tooting Hebrew Congregation, Harlesden Hebrew Congrega 

j w Congregation, Wembley Hebrew Congre- 
Congregution, Dollis Hill Hebrew Congregation, 
ighams Park atid Chingford Hebrew Congregation. 

Mr. J. MENDELOWITCH asked whether it would not be possible for a 
Committee of the Council to be responsible for dealing with the interests 
of these affiliated Congregations. He also asked whether it was not 
-possible to augment the salaries of the Ministers of these small affiliated 
Congregations from the Ministers’ Salaries Auginentation Fund. He feit 


sure that if this could be done it would be of great service to the 
Congregation, which would be able to appoint the best possible men. 

The CHAIRMAN said that an informal committee had: already been set 
up, with Mr. A. J. Jacobs, helped by others, to look after this special 
department. If there was a further stage in the development of the 


Scheme it might become necessary to sct up the Special Committee which 
Mr. Mendelowitch had in mind. 


A New Constituent Synagogue. 


At the last meeting of the Council it was reported that an application 
had been received from the Hendon. Syaagegue for admission under the 
District Synagogues Scheme. The situation now warrants a Constituent 
Synagogue being established there, and arrangements are being made 
accordingly. Negotiations are in progress for the acquisition of a new 
site for the Synagogue. | 


Commission for Licensing Shochetim. 


A report of the Hon. Officers in regard to the setting up of a Rabbinical 
Commission for the licensing of Shochetim was circulated to the members 
of the Council, as was also a draft of the Agreement. 


Sit ROBERT WALEY COHBN said that the ropresentatives Of the . 


United Synagogue had no direct activity in the matter of Shechita, but 
they were there at the behest of the Council to protect the position of 
Traditional Judaism in this country, and so they had worked hard to secure 
a satisfactory agreement. They had been greatly assisted by the London 
Shechita Board, and especially by its President Mr. Landau. There were 
many bodies that would be signatories to the Agreement, the whole basis 
of which was that the licensing of Shochetim was to be in the hands of a 
Rabbinical Commission. The Chief Rabbi had given his consent to the 
Agreement which would be effected only if, and so long as, the Rabbinical 
Commission for the Licensing of Shochetim was constituted in the way in 
which it was provided in the Bill now before Parliament. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the following resolution, which was agreed to: 

That the Honorary Officers of the United Svnagogcne be authorised to settle 


any oitstanding points in the Agreement. and to enter into same on behalf of 
the United Synagogue when thev have done so.”’ 


Welfare Work. 

Dr. DENNIS Hl. Garren, the Chairman of the Visitation Committee, 
presented the Report of that Committee. 

The Report deals with the work of the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid 
Society and mentions that the expenditure by the Society this year was 
in excess of the estimates. Dr. Geffen appealed to all who could help to 
render service to the Society by emploving discharged prisoners. It was 
not such a risky proceediag as some might be tempte.l to think, 


Opening the Door to Youth. 

Mr. ERNEST* LESSER presented the Report of the Welfare Committee. 
Mr. Lesser recently resigoed from the Chairmanship of that Committee, a 
position he held for ten years. “The Report deals principally with the 
Special Services arranged by the Committee on the High Holydays and 
with the inauguration of the United Synagogue Fellowship, which has the 
following objects: 

(a) To link young people more closely with the Svnagogue by enrolling 
them as members of a Congregation known as the United Synagogue Fellowship. 

i, To imbue its members with a fuller understanding of Judaism. 


(c) To foster among them a closer corporate sense of religious kinship and 
communal responsibility. 


‘d; To encourage them eventually to become members of svnayogues and 
t» facilitates the acquisition of such membership. 

Speaking in regard to the Services, Mr. LESSER said that the number 
of voluntary workers in connection with the Services.was not far short of 
100, which showed that Judaism was much healthier than perhaps 
some of them in the moments of depression seemed to think. One of their 
Superintendents at the Children’s Services, Mr. A. A. Werner, had now 
retired after 21 vears’ service, and he felt certain that the Council would 
like to send him a message of goodwill. Speaking in regard to the Fellow- 
ship Scheme, he said that the time had come when some special effort 
should be made to attach the hundreds of young people a little more 
closely to the Synagogue and the Community. The aim was to attach 
them to a properly organised Congregation. They had already received 
encouragement by enrolling over four hundred members at the start. 
They were greatly indebted to Dr, E. Bernstein, the Hon. Warden of the 
Jewish Institute, for his valuable work. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN paid tribute to the Honorary Stewards and 
Honorary Readers for their splendid work for the Welfare Committee, and 
said that they were an immense credit to the whcle Community. 

The CHAIRMAN also paid tribute to the work of Dr. E. Bernstein and 
to Mr. Lesser for his work for the Welfare Committee during the last ten 
years. They were sorry that he was resigning the Chairmanship, but they 
had the highest hopes in his suecessor, Mr. John Lewis. Mr. Moses moved 
a resolution expressing the Council's appreciation of Mr, Lesser’s work. 

Sir ROBERT WALLEY COHEN seconded the resolution, which was 
supported by Mr. JOHN LEWIS and carried with acclamation. 

Mr. LESSER returned thanks.

West London Synagogue Association. 


An address on *‘ The Challenge of India’’ was delivered to the 
members of the West London Synagogue Association by Mr. Robert

Jewish Religious Education Board. 


CHILDREN’S ANNUAL FESTIVAL. 

An unequivccal success was the Children’s Annual Festival of 
the Jewish Religious Education Board, which was held on Sunday 
afternoon last at the Rivoli Cinema, Whitechapel, E. (writes a repre- 
sentative of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE). Three thousand pupils of the 
various Classes held under the wgis of the Board were present, 
together with a large number of parents, and friends of the Board, 
and members of the Poor Children’s Entertainment Committee. 
which celebrated its twenty-fifth anniversary by providing the 
children with an elaborate combination of entertainment and gifts. 

In opening the Festival, Dr. N. 8 Lucas, the President of the Jewish 

Religious Education Board, explained the precarious financial position of 
the Board and appealed for help. The address of the Chief Rabbi 
followed. Dr. Hertz is never so happy as when he is addressing Jewish 
children, and he made the very most of his opportunity. He told of his 
anger when he heard the comment of a non-Jewish inspector at a Jewish 
school, who had as ed the pupils to name the world’s greatest men. He 
was given the names of Napoleon, Julius Cesar, Alexander the Great, 
Oliver Cromwell and soon. “And were not Abraham, Moses and David 
groat men, too?” hal asked this non-Jew of Jewish children. That sort of 
thing could never happen at the Classes of the Jewish Religious 
Education Board, whero Jewish children were not only taugit things 
Jewish, but were lappy in things Jewish and proud of them. After 
the Sabbath School Choir, under the direction of Mr. R. Landau, had 
sung Ledavid Mizmor, the pupits of the Lower Chapman Street Classes 
vave a most ingenious display of the Seder ritual. Then came an 
interesting film of Palestine Jewish life, lent by the Jewish National 
Fund. Mr. R. G. Mullan, the Mayor of Stepney, read messages from the 
King and Quéen, the Prince of Wales and the Duke and Duchess of 
York. He exhorted the children to cling to the tenets of their Faith, 
because true Jewishness meant good citizenship. After a combined Choir, 
conducted by Mr. H. Winston, had rendered a Psalm, pupils of 
the Marylebone Classes recited “The King's Banquet,” by Alice Lucas. 
Following the rendering of Ma Toru by the childreu of the Robert Monte- 
flore Classes under Mr. B. H. Busky, a little girl sang “ Eli Eli,” 
immediately after which she sang “ The Old Man of the Mountains "—a 
rather incongruous anti-climax. Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., p opos ng a 
vote of thanks to Dr. Lucas, coupled with it the name of Dr. J. F. 
Midloursky who, a3 Chairman and Hon. Organiser of the Poor Children’s 
Eniertainment Committee, had co-operated in making the Fest.val 
the undoubted suceess it was. Dr. Lucas briefly replied. He prai ed 
the work of Mr. N. Morris, Secretary of the J.R.E.B., and referred 
to the absence, through illness, of Mr. A. Goldstein of the Poor 
Children’s Entertainment Committee, who had, as usual, given inva‘nable 
assistance. Dr. J. F. Midloursky welcomed Sir Leonard B. Franklin, 
President of the Poor Chil ren's Entertainment Committe>, and said that 
the Committee of which he was Chairman did not differentiate between 
children of different creeds, but nothing gave them greater plea-ure than 
to give a heiping hand t» the Jewish Religions Education Board’s Annual 
Festival. An effective Chanucah playlet was given by a number of 
pupils, under the direction of Mr. H. 8. Lipshitz. Then came the most 
impressive part of the Festival, the recital by the entire audience, led by 
the Rev. B. N. Michelson, of the Sih ma. The Festival concluded with 
the singing of Psalm 23, En Kelohenu, Hatikvah and the National Anthem. 
Each child was preseated with fruit and sweets. 


Talmud Torah Trust. 


EXECUTIVE'S REPORT. 
The Talmud Torah Trust, of which the Chief Rabbi is President, has 
its headquarters at the Jewi-h Institute, 9, Mulberry Street, E., where all 
communications should be addressed. Mr. J. Halpern has been appointed 


Secretary to the Trust in place of Mr. Kouriansky, who relinquished the 
post last September. 


The following is au abstract of the Report of the Executive Committce 
of the Trust from January 1927, to December 1951: 

The ma.n objec s of the Talmud Torah Trust are to advise on and supervise 
the educational work of its affiliated Institutions, to look after their hygienic 
conditions, and, as far as po sible, to render them tinancial aid. The aim of the 
Trust from the very beginning has been to help the various Talmad Torahs in 
their efforts to m ke the education sound and comprehensive. The curricula 
of studies i) the Talmud Torahs comprise religious tuition and efficient instrue- 
tion in ‘Tenach, Rashi, Jewish History and the Hebrew |linguage and literature. 
Insome Talmud Torahsa beginning is made in the teaching of Gemara. Two 
Talmud Torahs, cne in Limehouse and the other in Shadwell, were affiliated 
in 1931, thus bringing the number of affiliated Institutions up to twenty-two. 
The number of pupils in all the Talmud Torahs reaches 3,265. This is 176 
more than in 1950, but 393 less than in 1927. Thedecrease since 1927 has mainlv 
taken place in the Bethnal Green and West End wistricts, where the number 
of Jewish residents has. been decreasing. It is, however, gratifying t> find that 
the numbers in the large Talmud Torahs are well maintained, while in some 
eascs they have even increased. The Talmud Torahs cater chiefly for boys, but 
there is one Talmud Torah exclusively for girls, and several of the other 
Talmad Torahs have been making provision for the e'ucation of girls, a step 
which is to be encouraged. The total number of girls at present on the rol! is 309. 
Although the Talmud Torahs demand a regular attendance of 10 to 15 hcurs per 
week, they continne to attr'ct large numbers of pypils, and the Talmud Torah 
Institution which previously was ec pfined to the East End of London, has now 
spread to other parts of the Metropolis. The Trust was fortunate enough in 
securing Mr. Lipman Schalit as successor to the late Mr. Joseph Prag in 
the Presidency. Unfortunately, Mr. Schalit was compelled on medical advice 
to relinquish the office of President at the end of 1931, but has maintained his 
connection wit ',and interestin, the Talmud Torahs. The Executive Committee 
desire to express their fullest appreciation of his great services to the Trust. At 
the invitation of the Executive Committee, the Chief Rabbi (Dr. J. H Hertz) 
became tne new President of the Trust, which office it was agreed should in 
future be of the nature of Hon. Presidert. The Trust has from the very begin- 
ning been closely connected with the Federation of Synagogues, as the first Baron 
Swaythling, the founder of the Trust, was the President of the Federation. This 
— has always been represented on the Council of the Trust, and their annual 
contribution, at first £500, was later raised to £1,000. One of the primary 
objects of the Trust from the very beginning was the supervision of the hygienic 
conditions of its affiliated institutions. We are glad to report that great 
improvements in thia sphere have been effected in the last few years. Almost 
all the Talmud Torahs are now housed in suit ble premises which are cleanly 
and properly kept. Four. of the Talmud Torahs meet in L.C.C. Schools. A 
number of othe:s have buildings of their own, and the vest meet in classrooms 
provided by their respective Synagogues. 

The syllabus for the fifth Annual Examination held by the Trust, 
which will include for the first time the “ Rose ’’ and “ Sunlight "’ Scholavr- 
ships has been issued. Five scholarships will be awarded, two senior and 
three junior, of the value of £50, £25, £15, £10 and £10 respectively. The 
scholarships are open only to pupils of Talmud Torahs in Greai Bhitain and 
Treland. Further particulars can be obtaincd on application to the Secretary. 


NOTES ON THE SIDRA. 


Sabbath Genesis xxxvii., 1—xL, 23. 


XXXVIL., 28. Rashi explains that Joseph was sold several times 
—by the brothers to the Ishmaelites, by these to the Midianites and 
then to Potiphar. It is preferable, with Ibn Ezra, to identify the 
Ishmaelites and Midianites. Midian was ason of Abraham by Keturah 
(xxv., 2), and therefore a half-brother of Ishmael. It isconsequently 
reasonable to suppose that at the time of this incident, the two 
clans were closely connected and their names interchangeable. The 
Bible provides evidence in support of this hypothesis as will be seen 
from a comparison of the following passages : * Then Jerubbaal, who 
is Gideon, and all the people that were with him, rose up earty, and 
pitched beside the spring of Harod; and the camp of Midian was on 
the north side of them” (Jadges vii., 1); “ And the men of Ephraim 
said untohim: Why hast thou served us thus, that thou callest us nos 
when thou wentest to fight with Midian?” (ibid. viii. 1); “ And 
Gideon said unto them, I would desire a request of you, that ye 
would give me every man the earrings of his spoil. For they ‘viz., 
the Midianites) had golden earrings, because they were Ishmaelites " 
(ibid. verse 24). In the present verse, the Targum renders 
Ishmaelites by “ Arabs,’ the general name of numerous tribes, of 
which the Midianites were one. 

“Twenty shekels of silver.” The Hebrew is literally, “twenty 
(pieces of) silver.’ The same,idiom occurs in xx., 16, “a thousand 
(pieces of) silver.’ The price which was paid for Joseph was two- 
thirds of that normally paid for an adult slave (Exodus xxi., 32). 
Ebrlich offers the rather fantastic suggestion that the low price was 
the result of Joseph's beauty, since a bandsome slave imperilled 
the morals of the household. Another explanation put-forward is 
that the brothers were so eager to rid themselves of him that they 
did not stipulate the full price. The Biblical material suffices to 
give the true explanation. Joseph was at the time seventeen years 
old (verse 2), and being a youth would have less value in the labour 
market than a full-grown man. According to Levit. xxvii., 5, the 
redemption price of a male from the age of five to twenty was 
twenty shekels. The Midrash (Pirke d'R. Eliezer xxxviii) connects 
with the sale of Joseph the statement of the prophet: “ They have 
sold the righteous for silver and the needy for a pair of shoes ’ 
(Amos ii., 6) Each of the ten brothers, Reuben being absent, 
received two pieces of silver with which he bought himself a pair of 
shoes. The Midrash Rabbah, on the other hand, declares that the 
twenty pieces of silver were worth five shekels, so that each brother 
received halfashekel. In expiation of the offence, every Israelite 
hal subsequently to contribute half a shekel towards the cou. 
struction of the Tabernacle (Exodus xxxviii.,26). But was Benjamin 
present when Joseph was sold? | 

Verse 29. “And Reuben returned.” Where had he been? The 
Midrash Tanchuma relates that he spent the night away from his 
brothers on one of the hills, with the intention of rescuing Josep): 
while it was dark. Another tradition, found in the Midrash Rabbah 
and also in the pseudepigraphical work, “ The Testament of the 
Twelve Patriarchs,” relates that he was so occupied with penance: 
for his sin with Bilbah that he had withdrawn himself from the 
rest. His anxiety to save Joseph is testified by the words he 
addressed to his brothers later when they were in Egypt (xlii., 22). 

Verse 80. “The child is not.” The meaning is, the child is no 
longer there. The staccato phrases with their striking paronomasie. 
which cannot be reproduced in translation, most effectively indi- 
cate the dismay which Reuben felt at the discovery of Joseph s 
disappearance. 

“ Whither shail I go?” This translation does not reproduce the 
force of the word 738 which has here the same meaning as iv 
Deut. i., 28, where if is wrongly rendered, “ Whither are we going 
up?” ‘Fhe correct sense is, “ How can we go up {i.¢., continue our 
journey to Canaan)? Our brethren (i.c., the spies) have made ou: 
heart to melt.” Similarly here the true meaning is: “ How can I go 
home?” Keuben felt his responsibility as the eldest son and knew 
that Jacob would call him to account for what had happened. 

Verse 32. “ They sent the coat.” This statement conflicts with 
what follows, “ They brought it to their father.” The usual explane 
tion, viz. they sent it in advance, is unsatisfactory. The propose! 
to connect the verb with the noun Mow “ weapon,” in the sense. 
“ They slashed the coat with a sword,” is impossit.2; because th 


word can only mean “ja missile.” The best solution is to identify 


the verb here with an analogous root in Arabic which has t)« 
meaning “to be dirty,” and translate “ They polluted the coat.”

A Wanderer in the Promised Land, by Norman Bentwich. (Soncino 
Press, 7s. 6d. net.) 


Zionism, by Leonard Stein. (Kegan Paul. 3s. 6d. net.)

Many are the: writers of. books on. Palestine, but. it can ravely 
have happened that one writer has produced within a few months 
two books dealing with differcut aspects of the subject, and scarcely 
ever covering the same ground. This achievement stands to the 
credit of Mr. Norman Bentwich, whose WANDERER IN THE PROMISED 
LAND follows close on the heels of his ENGLAND IN PALESTINE. In 
the earlier book Mr. Bentwich was dealing with a subject of which 
he had acquired first-hand knowledge in the course of a busv 
official life in Palestine; the later one is the fruit of extra- 
official hours which must have been no less busy. He has 
roamed extensively both in Palestine and the surrounding 
territories and in the historical and archeological literature 
about them, and the result is a book packed with observation 
and knowledge, in which the present—particularly the Jewish 
present—is always cheek-by-jowl with the past, and the eye-witness 
and the student complete one another. A WANDERER IN THE 
PROMISED LAND” is rather a collection of papers: (some not 
published for the first time) than an organic whole; but the papers 
are held together by a substantial unity of purpose and method. 
The purpose is “ to portray the historical pageant " of Palestine,“ to 
give a picture of the passage of civilisation through the Promised 
Land ;" the method is that of mingling descriptions of scenes and 
sites visited by the author with excursions into the history that 
clings about them or is buried beneath them. There are two papers 
about Jerusalem (one of which reproduces in a condensed form the 
account of the Wailing Wall dispute of 1928 already given in 
ENGLAND IN PALESTINE), but for the most part Mr. Bentwich keeps 
off the beaten track alike of the tourist and of the historian. By 
this means, and by turning to good use the results of recent 
archaeological discovery and research, he has succeeded in making 
a valuable addition to the non-specialist literature on Palestine by 
producing a book which is neither esoteric nor trite. His book is 
further distinguished by its recognition of the fact that Palestine 
has remained since the Dispersion no less essentially bound up 
with the life of the Jewish people than it was before. The modern 
Jewish developments to which he refers every now and then appear 
in his pages not as a freakish excrescence on a land of primarily 
religious and antiquarian interest, but as a natural continuation of 
the thread of Jewish history which runs in Palestine unbroken, 
though at times frayed aimost to nothing, throughout the ages. 

Mr. Bentwich writes alwavs with dignity, sincerity and restraint, 
and with a complete absence of emotional tinsel. There is no 
use of exclamation marks, expressed or implied, to keep the reader 
reminded how wonderful is the story that is being told to him. Yet, 
thanks to the wide spread of Mr. Bentwich’s historical net and to 
his own sense of the greatness of his theme, it is impossible to read 
this book without realising more fully than before the extraordinary 
part that the tiny strip of territory called Palestine has played in the 
history of civilisation for thousands of years. No other country has 
been the scene of a historical pageant including so many captains 
and kings, so many seers and sages, of different countries and different 
epochs. And no other country, doomed to become the possession of 
one nation after another by right of conquest, has retained its identity 
through the persistence and the faith of the one nation which for 
centuries was scarcely permitted to set foot on its soil. 

Since the first appearance of Mr. Leonard Stein's ZIOnisM, in 
1925, many things of the first importance to the Zionist movement 
and to Palestine have taken place : the establishment of the enlarged 
Jewish Agency, the disturbances of 1929, the Shaw Report, the Hope- 
Simpson Report, the Passfield White Paper, Mr. MacDonald's letter 
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to Dr. Weizmann. These developments, in connection with some of 
which Mr. Stein himself has played an important part, amply 
justify the second edition which has now appeared. Not only 
have the later chapters been largely re-written, but new and 
interesting material has been added to the chapter on the Balfour. 
Declaration. Mr. Stein presents an admirably lucid and balanced 
exposition of a subject of which he has unrivalled knowledge. 
Not unnaturally, this second edition reflects ta soma extent 
the sense of disillusionment which has come over Zionism in:the 
last two or three years. “But Mr. Steiti: remains hopeful as to the 
future; and he ,is able to., point’ to the’ spiritual rehaisswnce 
associated with Zionism as justification for claiming for the move- 
ment a greater measure of success than could be allowed it- by 
those whose only measuring-rod is the degree of advance towardé & 
purely political ideal. 


Notes on Books and Authors: 


The October number of TARBIZ, the quarterly review of the 
Humanities, published by the University of Jerusalem, is not con 
spicuous on this occasion for its humanisticness. The most notewodrthy 
articles are on an carly Karaite polemic against Rabbinisu, by S. Assaf, 
and on the Cabbalist, Rabbi Moses of Burgos, by G. Scholem. The 
current issue of the REVUE Des ETUDES JUIVEs is largely Anglo-American, 
Louis Finkelstein writing on the origins of the Jewish liturgy and Solomon 
Zeitlin on the Hillel-Shammai controversy : while N. 8S. Doniach (a 
promising new-comer) publishes an elegy on Rabbi Samson the Marty 
from a British Museum M8. 


Reference was made recently in these columns to the conversion of 
Moses Marcus, son of the founder of the Hambro’ Synagogue, and grand 
son of Gliickel yon Hameln. — In this connection it is worth while calling 
attention to a curious contemporary pamphlet: “The Principal Motives 
and Circumstances that induced Moses Marcus to leave the Jewish, and 
embrace the Christian Faith: With a short account of his Sufferings 
thereupon. Written by Himself.” (London, 1724). Like all the con 
versionist literature of the time, which deserves thorough examination, 
this throws a great deal of light upon the social life of the period. We 
-have a graphic picture of the luxury of Marcus (Mordecai) Hambro's 
establishment: of his commercial trip to India; and of the young 
man’s education in London and Hamburg. The story may be followed up 
ina number of other sources. Thus, in volume 54 of Bishop Kennet’s 
Collection in the British Museum (Lansdown MS, 988, No. 82, Fo. 374) 
there is a copy of a letter dated Amsterdam. May 2nd, 1724. from “ Moses 
Marcus a Jew, a pretended convert to Christianity.” The young man 
subsequently translated into English Carpzov’s DEFENCE OF THE HEBREW 
BIBLE (London 1729}. Another British Museum MS. (Add. 4377) contains 
“A Scheme whereby any Person of the meanest Capacity may in a very 
short time perfect himself in the Hebrew Language, without the assistance 
of a Master . Invented by Moses Marcus.” This scheme, as 
the author boasts, “ Many Gentleman have experienced to their entire 
Satisfaction.” 


Nearly three centurics ago, when Maranos, ignorant of Judaism. were 
arriving in Aimsterdam by every vessel from Spain or Portugal, Mbnasich 
ben Israel was commissioned by the leacters of the Community to compdse 
for their benefit a guide to Jewish law and practice in Portuguese-—a sort 
of vernacular Shulchan Aruch. It is a significant testimony to the tact 
and skill with which he performed the task that to-day. when a similar 
handbook is required for the benefit of the Maranos who are so 
romantically returning to Judaism in the Peninsula, nothing better can be 
found than this same ‘TREASURY OF DINIM. It is accordingly being repro. 
duced at Oporto, under the auspices of the Jewish Theological Institute 
recently established there, under the tithe MEMORIAL De PRECRITOS 
ISRAELITAS, The Editor is the Apostle to the Maranos himself, Captain 
A. C. de Barros Basto, who has modernised the language where necessary 
and made any other requisite alterations. The second part, which has 
just appeared, contains the laws relating to the Sabbath. It strikes one 
as a little curious that there scems to be better literature available on the 


subject now in Portuguese than there is in English! 


The last few years have seen a great revival of interest in Hebrew 
poetry of the medizval and renaissance periods. More than one writer 
who was previously known to us only by scattered fragments has now had 
his poetical writings published in full. The latest addition to the series is 
Immanuel Frances. An Italian scholar of the I7th century, he was 
hitherto remembered mainly on account of his incisive attacks on Sab- 
batai Zevi. His complete DIVAN (edited with customary care by Dr. Simon 
Bernstein of New York, and published by the Devir Publishing Company 
of Tel-Aviv) reveals him, however, as a poetical star of almost the first

magnitude. He stands head and shoulders above contemporary rhyme- 
sters, and displays marked affinities with his namesake of three-and-a-half 
centuries earlier—Immannel of Rome. There is a lightness of touch in 
some of his verses which is only too rare in Jewish literature before 
modern times. 


The latest in the long series of works which aim at the rev.val of 
interest in the literary value of the Scriptures is THe ISRAEL SAGA, by 
Mrs. B. P Church (Macmillan and Co., Ltd., 15s. net.)—originally delivered 
in the form of lectures at Columbia University, New York. The authoress 
treats of the historical books of the Bible in chronological sequence. She 
traces the developments and changes to which, in her opinion, cach was 
subjected, and compares the traditional stories with those which result 
from the extraneons sources. To this, she adds a discussion of the literary 
and dramatic value of the more striking episodes and passages. Jewish 
readers must unhappily re-echo her complaint that “children and young 
people of to-day are not familiar with the characters and stories which 
form so large a part of the literary background of the classics.” Religious 
considerations on one side, to inculcate a deep familiarity with the action, 
as well as with the wording, of the Scriptures is doubly our duty, both as 
Englishmen and as Jews. Mrs. Church has provided a usefal object- 
lesson on the manner in which this may be achieved. 

“Brier TIGER YARD,” the successful novel by Mr. Charles Landstone, 
which was translated into French and published in Paris by Calmann 
Lévy, in the spring, has reached its seventh edition and is gaining very 
widespread popularity. 

“Law and Life. 
— 
From Mr. JOSEPH YAHUDA. ; 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin, When Mr. Maurice Myers, in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of tho 
Mh inst., writes that my book ** Law and Life According to Hebrew 
Thought’ lacks clarity, is he not confusing novelty of treatment with 
obscurity ? If the material is not particularly well selected, is it my fault? 
Che prospector can hardly exercise his choice in a fleld which abounds 
with rich ore: One glitte:ing text is almost as illuminating as another. 
Perhaps my powers of digestion are not as good as those of Mr. Myers, but 
the literature I dealt with in my book is the very basic texture of my mental 
fabric. I set out to explore Hebrew ideas, and not to justify anything, let 
alone.go out of my way to justify utterances and teachings with which Mr. 
Myers does not happentoagree. Asthe Index of Texts shows, the quotations 
from the New Testament are less than one fcurth of the total, while 
the references to it are less than ohe-seventh of the references 
to the Old Testament and the Mishna. I have contrasted as 
well as compared the Judeo-Christian coneeptions with fundamental 
Mosaic, Prophetic and Rabbinic teachings. -Fina'ly, mine Was a scholarly 
work, and I aimed at securing no biased sympathy from Christian readers 
any more than from my own kith and kin.

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI 
‘No. 685.—Can we Observe the Sabbath ? 


My Dear Cousin, 


Taking down a moth-eaten volume from my shelves the other 
evening I turned its pages leisurely and happened to light on the 
chapter dealing with the Sabbath. The ancient author wrote 
enthusiastically, as well he might, on the supreme significance of 
the Sabbath as a social institution. Incidentally he noted that in 
the Bible there is no clue to what was considered work on the 
Sabbath in those far-off times. “On the seventh day thou shalt do 
no work,” the Bible ordains. But what comes under the heading of 
work? Only in one passage, as the author observes, is there any 
reference to an action which is prohibited on the Sabbath—“ Ye 
shall not kindle any fire in your habitations on the Sabbath Day.” 

Later tradition deduced from the text of the Bible no less than 
thirty-nine principal sorts of work which are prohibited on the 
Sabbath, and from these thirty-nine again further minor labours 
were enumerated as being forbidden. The result is an impressive 
list of different kinds of work which may not be done on the Sabbath. 
The old-world author enlarged on them all and one was bound 
to admire the logical perfection of the structure. 

But there were certain kinds of work on the border line. Some 
authorities included them under the proliibitions, while others 
allowed their performance on the Sabbath. I read on, enchanted. One 
class, for example, was included under the heading JISM WNW 735, 
that is to say, an action was forbidden because of the result it might 
have, @ result never contemplated originally. Thus, you may comb 
your hair on the Sabbath; to do so is not work in the Rabbinic 
sense. But then by combing the hair you may dislodge a.single 
hair or many hairs, which is forbidden. Therefore, in order to 
avoid this possibility, combing the hair is a prohibition. A second 
class of work about which there is a doubt comes under the term 
Sp5pn. You may tear in pieces a sheet of paper or adength of cloth 
on the Sabbath—tear it so that it is no longer there. But you may 
not tear it in order to use it afresh. Now since there is the danger 
that you might thoughtlessly use again what has been torn, 
destruction as such was forbidden. A third category is that 
described as NO“PND work which does not last, 
us, for instance, to colour a commodity in such a way as to make the 
colour evaporate. 

I read on and followed closely many more like fine distinctions. 
Then the question came to my mind, are these realities or merely 
academic discussions? And as I pondered on I was reminded of an 
incident that had recently been brought to my notice. A Jewish 
young woman in the employ of a firm—a limited company—con- 
trolled by Jews, lost her post because, despite warning, she absented 
herself.from work on Rosh Hashanah. The head of the firm was 
not what would be called a professing Jew. But he was a Jew— 
that is, of Jewish origin. The only concession he would grant to 
his Jewish employees was absence on the Day of Atonement. 

{f understand that the hardship on the Jewish employee was 
laid before him. It was pointed out that liberty of conscience was 
somefhing that ought to be respected—certainly as between Jew 
and Jew. WeJews had suffered greatly in the past for our religious 
convictions. Surely we, more than other people, ought to realise 
the difficulty of the position. His reply was that he had non-Jews 
as well as Jews in his employ and in modern business it was no 


easy matter to mete out special treatment to one class of worker to . 


which another class could make no claim. Besides, there was such 
a thing as office discipline; and absence on special occasions would 
militate against its maintenance. He thought he was doing a great 
deal by granting his Jewish employees leave of absence on Kippur 
Day. 
That was a case where unpleasant results ensued for someone 
who attempted to observe the New Year. The observance of the 
Sabbath for the majority of workers is no longer a question even 
of an effort. Sabbath observance has long since gone by the board. 
The few business houses which are still closed on the Sabbath are 
slowly shrinking, as anyone who bas tried to find a position for a 
young man determined to observe the Sabbath has found to his 
chagrin. In the present state of affairs, when for every vacant job 
there are hundreds of applicants, why should any employer go out 
of his way to take on a candidate who advances a request for special 
treatment? Occasionally one hears of exceptional instances. But 
they are just the exceptions that prove the rule. , 

The position should. be squarely faced. No thinking Jew will 
deny that Sabbath observance, in its larger sense and omitting all 
the delicate differences upon which the author of my moth-eaten 
volume so pleasantly distoarsed, is a fundamental of Judaism. 
More than onee it bas been justly said when Sabbath observance 
disappears the whole of Judaism disappears in its wake. Many 
Jews aré alive to this fact, and would desire to observe the Sabbath. 
But'they cannot. Economic forces are too strong for them. Business 
competition is so keen in these latter days that even if you control 
your own business, it is not always easy to keep the Sabbath. But 
how many Jews relatively control their own business? What of the 
large army of employees—clerks, typists, saleswomen, dressmakers, 
journalists, tailors, butchers, bakers, candlestick-makers? When 
Jews lived in ghettoes and formed self-contained economic units, it 
was easy to keep the Sabbath. To-day, when mahy Jews have to 
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go out into the world there to seek their livelihood, Sabbath 
observance becomes almost impossible. We need only look around 
us—not only in this country but in such centres of active Judaism 
as, say, Poland. 
you that Sabbath observance is on the wane there. 
in this country we are fully seized. 

Now some people cry, make sacrifices forthe Sabbath! It is easy 
to speak in this strain. The reply of some of our young people is, 
Why should l? It requires courage and conviction to make sacrifices 
for a religious principle. But what if courage and conviction are 
outweighed by the need to earn one's living? But even where the 
desire is present, how many a tragedy does this Sabbath question 
produce! In how many cases does a man go to business on the 
Sabbath with a heavy heart! But heavy hearts become less heavy 
in the process of time and, being only human, we soon forget. 

[t is no solution of the problem to point to those who are 
luckily able to observe the Sabbath. It is of little help to point to 
the case of one private limited company owned by Jews, in whose 
articles of association it is laid down that no business shall be done 
onthe Sabbath. These are isolated and merely interesting instances. 
They do not offer a solution to one of the fundamental difficulties of 
modern Judaism in the Diaspora. In the United States, the great 
mass of Jews have given up the Sabbath. in Germany the same is 
true. Is it otherwise in this country? Of course, there are still 
some Sabbath-observing Jews left, else cur Synagogues would be 
quite empty on the Sabbath. On Friday ..ight, especially in the 
winter, they are already empty. 

Something might be done to ease the situation by the universal 
adop'ion of a five-day working week. The present extent of 
unemployment throughout the world may, perhaps, facilitate its 
introduction. But that is a long way off as yet. Meanwhile, the 
problem of Sabbath observance becomes more and more acute, and 
the Sabbath is losing its hold on the great mass of Jews. 

What is the attitude of our spiritual leaders to the problem? 
One has good ground for complaining of their stupid pulpit thunders. 
The worst of itis that the thunders are burled against those who 
are present in Synagogue and are presumably observing the Sabbath. 
Never once have I heard of any of these stage thunderers who show 
an appreciation of even the elements of the problem. More than 


Of conditions 


once, as | listened to them thumping the pulpit, I recalled 
Zangwill's witty story “The Sabbath Question in Sudminster,” 
wherein the minister, when he harangued his flock on their 


wickedness in keeping their shops open on the Sabbath, was 
gently reminded, to his horror and consternation, that he, 
too, was earning his livelihood on the Sabbath! Very few 
of the pulpiteers seem to realise that here is a conflict between 
religion and economic forces. Religion bids us observe the Sabbath ; 
economic forces make this impossible. It is surely only following 
the example of the ostrich to refuse to see that economic forces are 
too strong for us. On this point it looks as though we shall be 
defeated. Is there not wisdom in recognising defeat? At least you 
may then turn with some success to the next course. 

I closed my worm-eaten volume and replaced it on the shelf. 
What use to draw fine distinctions between the thirty-nine principal 
sorts of labour forbidden on the Sabbath? What usé to say you may 
comb your hair, ifonly you do not comb outa single hair? How far 
away such problems seem in the face of the major problem! To 
that there appears to be no solution.

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 
No. 685.—Can we Observe the Sabbath ? 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


Taking down a moth-eaten volume from my shelves the other 
evening I turned its pages leisurely and happened to light on the 
chapter dealing with the Sabbath. The ancient author wrote 
enthusiastically, as well he might, on the supreme significance of 
the Sabbath as a social institution. Incidentally he noted that in 
the Bible there is no clue to what was considered work on the 
Sabbath in those far-off times. “On the seventh day thou shalt do 
no work,’ the Bible ordains. But what comes under the heading of 
work? Only in one passage, as the author observes. is there anv 
reference to an action which is prohibited on the Sabbath—"“ Ye 
shall not kindle any fire in your habitations on the Sabbath Day.” 

Later tradition deduced from the text of the Bible no less than 
thirty-nine principal sorts of work which are prohibited on the 
Sabbath, and from these thirty-nine again further minor labours 
were enumerated as being forbidden. The result is an impressive 
list of different kinds of work which may not be done on the Sabbath. 
The old-world author enlarged on them all and one was bound 
to admire the logical perfection of the structure. 

But there were certain kinds of work on the border line. Some 
wuthorities included them under the proliibitions, while others 
allowed their performance on the Sabbath. | read on, enchanted. One 
class, forexample, was included under the heading JM NW 335, 
that is to say, an action was forbidden because of the result it might 
ave, a result never contemplated originally.

I read on and followed closely many more like fine distinctions. 
Then the question came to my mind, are these realities or merely 
academic discussions? And as | pondered on | was reminded of an 
incident that had recently been brought to my notice. A Jewish 
voung woman in the employ of a tirm—a limited company—con- 
trolled by Jews, lost her post because, despite warning, she absented 
herself from work on Rosh Hashanah. The head of the firm was 
not what would be called a professing Jew... But he was a Jew 
that is, of Jewish origin. The only concession he would grant to 
his Jewishemplovees was absence on the Day of Atonement. 

l understand that the hardship on the Jewish employee was 
laid before him. It was pointed out that liberty of conscience was 
somefhing that ought to be respected —certainly as between Jew 
and Jew. WeJews had suffered greatly in the past for our religious 
convictions. Surely we, more than other people, ought to realise 
the difficulty of the position. His reply was that he had non-Jews 
as well as Jews in his employ and in modern business it was no 
easy matter to mete out special treatment to one class of worker to 
which another class could make no claim. Besides, there was such 
a thing as office discipline; and absence on special occasions would 
militate against its maintenance. He thought he was doing a great 
deal by granting his Jewish emplovees leave of absence on Kippur 
Day. 

That was a cause where unpleasant results ensued for someone 
who attempted to observe the New Year. The observance of the 
Sabbath for the majority of workers is no longer a question even 
of an effort. Sabbath observance has long since gone by the board. 
The few business houses which are still closed on the Sabbath are 
slowly shrinking, as anyone who has tried to find a position for a 
young man determined to observe the Sabbath bas found to his 
chagrin. In the present state of affairs, when for every vacant job 
there are hundreds of applicants, why should any employer go out 
of his way to take on a candidate who advances a request for special 
treatment? Occasionally one hears of exceptional instances. But 
they are just the exceptions that prove the rule. 

The position should be squarely faced. No thinking Jew will 
deny that Sabbath observance, in its larger sense and omitting all 
the delicate differences upou which the author of my moth-eaten 
volume so pleasantly discoursed, is a fundamental of Judaism. 
More than once it has been justly said when Sabbath observance 
disappears the whole of Judaism disappears in its wake. Many 
Jews are alive to this fact,and would desire to observe the Sabbath. 
But they cannot. Economic forces are too strong for them. Business 
competition is so keen in these latter days that even if you control 
your own business, it is not always easy to keep the Sabbath. But 
how many Jews relatively control their own business? What of the 
large army of employees—clerks, typists, saleswomen, dressmakers, 
journalists, tailors, butchers, bakers, candlestick-makers? When 
Jews lived in ghettoes and formed self-contained economie units, it 
was easy to keep the Sabbath. To-day, when many Jews have to 
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gO out into the world there to seek 
observance becomes almost impossible. 


their livelihood, Sabbath 
We need only look around 
“snot only in this country but in such centres of active Judaism 
as, Say, Poland. Ask any traveller to Poland to-day and he will tell 
you that Sabbath observance is on the wane there. Of conditions 
in this country we are fully seized. 

Now some people cry, make sacrifices forthe Sabbath! It is eas, 
to speak in this strain. The reply of some of our young people is, 
Why should Itrequires courage and conviction to make sacrifices 
for a religious principle. But what if courage and conviction are 
outweighed by the need to earn one’s living? But even where the 
desire is present, how many a tragedy does this Sabbath question 
produce! In how many cases does a man go to business on the 
Sabbath with a heavy heart! But heavy hearts become less heavy 
in the process of time and, being only human, we soon forget. 

It is uno solution of the problem to point to those who are 
luckily able to observe the Sabbath. It is of little help to point to 
the case of one private limited company owned by Jews, in whose 
articles of association it is laid down that no business shall be done 
onthe Sabbath. These are isolated and merely interesting instances. 
They do not offer a solution to one of the fundamental difficulties of 
modern Judaism in the Diaspora. In the. United States, the great 
mass of Jews have given up the Sabbath. in Germany the same is 
true. Is it otherwise in this country? Of course, there are still 
some Sabbath-observing Jews left, else our Svnagogues would be 
quite empty on the Sabbath. On Friday 
winter, they are already empty.

OVER-CROWDED AND INSANITARY TENEMENTS. 


A Call to the Jewish Community. 


From Miss HANNAH F. COHEN (President, Jewish Board of Guardians). 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—I acknowledge most gratefully the goodwill and valuable 
support which is shown to the Jewish Board of Guardians, both by 
yourself and by your esteemed correspondents ; otherwise I should be 
inclinedtoexclaim “Save us from ourfriends.” Miss Adler, while giving 
quite undeserved praise to the President of the Board, in her letter 
published in your last issue states, as a result of a typographical error, 
I learn, that our effort for Housing is to benefit 40 persons. It will 
benefit directly a minimum of 140 persons, and indirectly a good many 
more; and you, Sir, are moved to exclaim: “ Of what use is it for our 
Board of Guardians” (1 thank you for the our”) to relieve po. erty 
and battle with sickness when nearby we are sowing both in a hot-be! 
of insanitary conditions?” Now I contend that it is always of use 
to relieve poverty and battle with sickness; but, apart from that, 
the Board were pioneers in the fight against insanitary conditions, 
and are still engaged in it with some measure of success——so much 
so that the worst cases of overcrowding which come to our notice 
occur as much, if not more, among those who seek assi: tance from 
our Health and Convalescence Department as among those who 
receive direct relief; for in the case of the latter, relic f takes the 
form of assistance towards the rent of decent accomn odation, as 
well as for other primary needs. . 

It. is clearly not the business of this Board to engage in housing 
enterprises on a large scale. The reason for the work which we are about 
to undertake is that we are Trustees for a site which is available and 
stitable for development, and cannot be developed except through our 
intervention. We are all agreed that overcrowding still presents a serious 
and urgent problem. and we are grateful to Miss Adler for her endeavours 
to arouse public opinion on the subject, and to you for emphasising the 
the need for action. 

| should like in this connection to point out that it is not enough to 
realise the need. If housing is to be undertaken on an adequate scale, it 
is essential that it shonld be done on an economic basis. We canuot 
expect charity to be forthcoming to anything like a sufficient extent ; and, 
even if it were, it would only be diverted from channels where it is no 
less urgently needed.. A: d if housing is to be carried out on an economic 
basis, i.e.. if it is to pay a modest return on capital and yet supply rooms 
at low rents, it can only be done by people with financial and business 
aptitude. One of the many debts wh ch the Community owes to the Four 
Per Cent. Industrial Dwellings Company is due to the fact that they have 
paid their way: and they exist to-day as a shining example and an 
encouragement to others to go and do hkewise. ' 

There is another suggestion which [should like to commend to those 
who may be about to engage in housing enterprise, and that is the 
possibility of re-conditioning. There appearcdin THE TIMEs, of April 8th, 
1931, a long account by Mr. R. P. P. Rowe, of 16, Old Buildiags, Lincoln's 
inn, W.C.2, of an Association, whose main activity isthe purchase of slum 
property for re-conditioning. The Association began in 1899 from very 
“mall beginnings, and its rent-roll for the year endcd June 19.0, amounted 
to £10,679. The point whch Mr. Rowe desired to demonstrate was “ that 
anybody willing to use money for a four per cent. return can pay a mo-t 
important part in removiug slum conditions.” 

Now if housing enterprises are to pay, whether they be building or 
re-conditioning enterprises, an essential condition is the acquisition of 
sites and houses at a reasonable figure. For this purpose too much 
publicity is to be deprecated, and for this reason I find myself in slight 
disagreement with Miss Adler and Miss Moses (though in entire agreement 
with their object) in their recommendation that“ all these efforts should be 
unified and co-ordinated and that a representative Committee be set up,” 


or that “we should now all join together and so help to stamp ou! 
existing conditions.” I would rather urge the investing public to respon. 
to the appeals of those (myself included) who are trying to supply ne\ 
housing accommodation, and provide us with the capital we need for thes: 
most satisfactory and, in the broadest sense of the word, remunerativ. 
enterprises.

INTERVIEW WITH LORE MELCHETT. 

“No Jess an undertaking than the physical and psychological 
re-building of Jewry is the true meaning, the basic significance of 
the World Union of Maccabees.” In these words Lord Melchett 
described the purpose and ideal of the great athletic organisation of 


which he is Honorary ‘ 


President (writes a JEWwIsH 
CHRONICLE representa. 
tive). The Union has 
grown very considerably 
during the past few vears, 
stimulated profoundly by 
the amazing triumph of 
the Maccabiah held last 
year at Tel-Aviv, and the 
rapid development of the 
movement has called for 
adjustinents in organisa. 
tion and a comprehensive 
review of the position to- 
day. For this purpose 
Lord Melchett is setting 
out on a tour of the prin 
cipal European centres of 
Maccabee activity. He 
intends to visit Berlin 
ithe present headquarters 
of the movement). Bres- 
lau, Warsaw. Czernowitz, 
Bucharest, and Sofia, after 
which he will fly to 
Athens and thence to Palestine, where he will hold an important 
conference with the Maccabi leaders in that country. 

‘We Maccabees,’ said Lord Melchett, “are convinced that 
a physically fit world Jewry is essential if the great work 
of re-building the National Home in Palestine is to be achieved, 
Modern psychologists have more than underlined the old tag 
about a healthy mind in a healthy body. They have demonstrated 
that a sancly balanced mentality, and above all a character which 
is mentally and morally’ well-disciplined, free at once from 
neuroses and equipped with the necessary reserves of nervous strength, 
can only be achieved when proper attention is paid to the development of 
that section of the brain which has as its function the control and co- 
ordinat'on of physical effort. We Jews have a lot of leeway to make up 
asa result of the terrible conditions under which our race existed during 
the middle ages. Not only must we by well-regulated physical training 
restore nervous balance, but also we must make healthy our group 
competitive sense. 

** We want our athletes to compete as Jewish athletes, and we want 
them to compete also with Jewish athletes. This is the only path 
to healthy national self-consciousness, the only way to train men and 
women to compete without Jingoism and with a spirit of friendiy mutual 
respect towards the adversary. The function of the World Union is largely 
the organisation and co-ordination of athletic events, the supervision of 
physical training so as to secure the finest and most scientifically up-to- 
date instructors, the arranging of events for Jewish teams at general 
athletic meetings, and the encouragement and support of all well-managed 
athletic Jewish clubs throughout the world. Naturally our focal point 
must be Palestine, though the balance of Jewish population will require 
the headquarters of the Union to be for many yearsinthe Galut. We are 
making arrangement for the transference of the present headquarters from 
Berlin to London early in the new year. This, for a number of reasons, 
will simplify organisation and will enable us to impart added impetus to 
the work in the British Empire. 

“ Last year we achieved at the Maccabiah in Tel-Aviv what many said 
beforehand was an impossibility. With only a few months preparation 
we organised that tremendous meeting, which entailed rushing up a 
stadium in incredibly short time, and working at high pressure to make 
all the world-wide arrangemenuts entailed. But our numbers have grown 
so much, passing the eighty thousand mark, that the old stadium will be 
quite inadequate for the next world Maccabiah which will be held in 1934, 
We are already dealing with plans for building a vastly bigger and better 
equipped stadium in Eretz Israel which will be capable of staging the next 
mighty gathering of Jewish athletes. We intend to send representative 
teams of Maccabees, who will compete as Jewish teams representing the 
Jewish nation, to the world Olympic Games, either this coming year or at 
the latest in 1936. We want to secure still more efficient co-operation 
between Jewish athletic organisations, local clubs and societies, and we 
also want to make arrangements for training and regularly employing 
instructors of the very highest standard. For all this we shall of course 
require additional funds, and when I return to England at the end of 
January or early in February I shall preside at the Maccabee Festival 
Dinner which will inaugurate a special collection which we shall make to 
place the finances of the World Union in a satisfactory condition.” 

In the course of conversation mention was made of the Commercial 
Road Talmud Torah ia the progress of which Lord Meichett, fqllowing the 
lead of his illustrious father, is closely interested. ‘‘To my mind,’’ said 
Lord Melohett, ‘the work of religious and Hebrew education is all part

“The Man with a Thousand Masks.” By this name General 
von Schleicher has been known in political Germany for a long 
time.

Democrat, from the hands of the Kapp-Putsch people. It was 
Schleicher who helped the Centre-man and Ri publican Briining to 
come to power, sul it was also Schleicher who overthrew the War 
Minister Gréner for his rather strict measures against the Nazis, for 
the ban on Hitler's Storm Detachments. He professes to be neither 
in the camp of the Capitalists nor in that of the Socialists, claiming 
that his sole task is the alleviation of the general social distress. 
What is his attitude towards Jews ? 

some time ago | was present at a celebration organised by the 
Jewish Union of ex-soldiers in Germany in connection with the 
appearance of the book containing a list of the names of the 12,000 
Jewish soldiers who fell in the Great War. Who was it that 
accepted with every appearance of sincere earnestness and dignity 
the first copy of this black and mournful book? A special repre. 
sentative of General von Schleicher. 

It is known in Berlin that Schleicher sometimes visits the 
Mendelsohns in their beautiful villain the Tier-Garten quarter; it 
is also known that Professor Zondek, the famous Jewish physician, 
in his intimate friend. It is said that at the timeof the Nazi terror, 
when the Hitlerists were threatening the Jews with “a night of the 
long knife.” von Schleicher tried to set Professor Zondek at éase 
and ridiculed such an idea. | There is also a story in circulation 
that one of the caterers to the War Office is a Jew. When 
Schleicher’s attention was drawn to this fact he is said to have 
anwered: “If only the caterer charges one penny cheaper his faith 
is quite indifferent to me.” 

Strasser's Resignation. 

“ Unless the National-Socialist Party (the Nazis) returns to the 
revolutionary paths, it will not be able to enlist the sympathy of 
the working classes. and is sure to sink more and more until 1 
degenerates into an anti-Semitic party only.” ; 

With these words Gregor Strasser, one of the leaders of the 
National-Socialist party, took leave of his chief. This man has been 
known in the ranks of the Hitler party as the representative of the 
revolutionary Labour Wing, which is hostile to the Hitler-Gobbels 
tendencies of orientation towards the wealthier classes. He ts the 
man who, some months ago, said in one of his public speeches: ~ We 
are not for pogroms; we ure decidedly against Jewish pogroms. - 

Does this mean a considerable disagreement in the National. 
Socialist party concerning its relations to Jews? Can the fact of 
Gregor Strasser’s leaving Hitler be considered as a_ typical 
phenomenon? Has he followers? Is thissplit of any importance ”

of the educative work of world Jewry, which includes the activities of 
the Maccabee Union. We are living in critical times, in a period of 
revolution for human thought. We Jews, | am convinced, have an 
important part, perhaps a decisive part, to play in leading the ideas 
which will make the world a saner and better place for our posterity. 
Jewish morality and Jewish social ideals made possible the great advances 
in European civilisation. A fresh demand will be made upon Jewry 
regenerated to kindle once again the light which shall show the way of 
progress. ‘Che future will make heavy demands upon Jewry, and Jewry 
must be fit, mentally, morally and physically, fit to give birth to the 
ideals, to defend them and to demonstrate their truth, so that world peace 
and progress and world happiness may be secured. For this we shall 
need, in the highest degree, fortitude, discipline and faith. These are the 
basic principles of the World Union in their work, just as they are funda. 
mental to true and enlightened study of our history and culture and ethics 
such as is taught in the modern Talmud Torah. 

* We are being confronted at present with an outcrop of intense anti. 
Semitism in many European countries. Now anti-Semitism is the very 
antithesis of the spirit of sport and the morality of fair play which 
athletic competition engenders. But to have full effect our Jewish sports. 
men must, as we say, coinpete as Jews. Many magnificent records have 
been put up by Jewish athletes as individuals and as members of other 
national teams. In these cases all the credit goes to the nations of which 
these Jews are citizens—not that there is any objection to this 
but nothing results which can contribute to the respect which 
their race should gain from their prowess. None of their fine 
feats have helped as they should have done to improve the 
status of the Jew by raising the respect for the Jewish people. 
It was Herzl who saw so vividly that national status and national respect 
and self-respect were the only solution of the Jewish question. We 
Maccabees are working to make Jewry of the future a respected and a 
decently self-respecting nation in the field of athletics. Weare working 
to make Jewry physically and psychologically fit for its great destiny. 
And our efforts are bent upon making our people Worthy of the magnificent 
nationhood the foundations of which we see so gloriously laid in Erets 
Israel,” 
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Will it bring about a change in the anti Semitic programme of the 
party ? 

The opinion prevails that this is not likely. When some years 
ago Otto Strasser, the brother of Gregor Strasser, severed his con- 
nections with Hitler and undertook the formation of an opposition 
wing which eliminated anti-Semitism, he was not very successful. 
Altogether twelve groups have left Hitler in the last few vear@ and 
they are all unimportant. As to Gregor Strasser, only a lew joined 
him and for the time being nothing is to be heard of his intention to 
wage war against Hitler. It even seems that this development has 
had quite the opposite effect upon the Hitlerists. They have of late 
taken up the anti-Semitic element in their propaganda with still 
greater zeal. There are different indications already that when the 
Christmas “ Burgfriede ‘farmistice) comes to an end, and the 
possibilities of holding political public meetings and of more inten. 
sified propaganda are given, anti-Semitic calumnies will again pour 
out from the “ Brown House.’ 


The Last Diet Session. 


A note of warning of such a campaign was-sounded:’ at the 
Prussian Diet which has just been prorogued. The National 
Socialist Partyv.took advantage of every opportunity toattack the Jews, 
and in the “ Kultur Debate” in the Diet their efforts culminated 
in the rmhotion to ban all Jewish aod foreign actors from the 
theatres and wireless. 

Perhaps it is the spirit of the times that despite the cries and 
cheap demagogic attacks, the impression this time prevailed that 
not the Nazis but the others were taking the olfensive. The Social 
Democrats vigorously condemned this motion of the Nazis: 

“We condemn any kind of oppression of national minorities, 
exclaimed the Socialist member Miller, “ and therefore we are also 
entitled to protest against the persecutions of Germans in the 
Italian Tyrol. But bow can you do it, you who stir up hatred 
against the Jews, and against foreigners in general ?”

Tear Bomb Outrages. 


Nazis threw tear bombs on Monday into three Jewish depart- 
ment stores in Giessen, one of the largest towns in Hessen, not far 
from Frankfurt, while they were crowded with shoppers. <A Nazi 
storm-trooper named Wenzel bas been arrested and has confessed 
that he threw the bombs, intending to damage the Jewish 
businesses. 

At Mayence, too, Nazi storm-troopers bave thrown gas bombs in 
three Jewish department stores, creating a panic among the crowds 
of shoppers. Similar outrages are reported from Darmstadt, Worms, 
and other towns, suggesting that there is a systematic campaign. 

‘The Nazi students at Breslau University have announced at a demon- 
stration that they will not keep quiet till the Jewish Professor, Dr. Ernst 
(‘ohn, is dismissed from the University. Police broke into the meeting 
and reduced the students to order by confiscating their students’ enrol. 
ment cards. By the time fifty cards had been confiscated, the rest of the 
demonstrators had slunk away. Later another demonstration was held : 
the police were again called in, and the University has now been closed 
down. 

The new premises of the Jewish community of Frankfurt, situated in 
the old bank building of the Rothschilds, that was erected after the fire in 
the Judengasse in 1796 to house the growing Rothschild enterprises, has 
just been opened after reconstruction. Representatives were present from 
all the communal organisations, and Law Councillor Dr. Blau spoke on 
behalf of the Board of the Community of the services of the late Julius 
Goldschmidt, a member of the Board, and of Rudolf von Goldschmidt.

He was also promised 'that his business would be advertise:| 
en the wireless. The agents of the company, it must be stated, enrolle«| 
Mr. Gaska in the full knowledge that he was a Jew. When the Head 
Office of the company learned, however, that Mr. Gaska was a Jew, it 
despatched special representatives to explain to him that they rust return 
his subseription and that he must return to them the show cards, as th. 
company could only accept Canadiaus who were not Jews as subscribers 
Mr. Gaska. however, declined to return the show cards, despite the threat. 
of the company’s representatives to publish in the anti-Semitic organs « 
warning to the public not to patronise his store.

On Sunday, the Nazi boycott agitators caused a panic by throw 
ing tear gas bombs in big Vienna department store, which migh'

police carried out a raid on the Nazi Headquarters, searching fo 
anti-Jewish boycott material, and for containers of tear gas. 

A Government communique announces that the most rigorous 
measures Will be taken against the boycott agitators. The Ministe: 
of Public Safety, Herr Fey, has also declared that be will tak 


severe measures to repress the activities of the Nazi Party. Thy 
police raid failed to reveal anything actionable, although the polic 
broke open eighty cupboards and files and writing tables. A 


meeting of the Merchants’ Federation has been held, which ha 
decided to offer a reward of 15.000) schillings for informatio 
leading to the arrest of the organisers of the agitation. Th: 
economic boyeott, the Federation points out, is Injurtous to 
trade as a Whole and business cannot be divided according to 
religion. Apart from the general loss which results from poop! 
being kept away from the shops by the fear of outrages, Jewis! 
shops buy from non-Jewish wholesalers, and altogether the whol: 
of economic life is interdependent. 

The Nazi leaders appear to be disturbed by the wave of indix 
nation that has swept the whole of Vienna. The Police President 
Herr Brandl, called the Nazi leaders to his office on Monday, and 
taxed them with responsibility. They admitted that they wer 
responsible for the boycott agitation, but they denied that the» 
had anything to do with the tear gas outrage. 

The boycott agitation is being continued by the Nazis in spite o! 
the Government warning. Huge quantities of leaflets are being dis 
tributed and loud speakers are being employed to trumpet out tl 
boycott slogans. The Prime Minister's office held a conference o:

This action in Parliament is being strongly 
supported in the country, and last Sunday, in defiance of the Act, a 
large bloc of traders in Rotterdam opened their shops in protest, 
the Burgomaster being in sympathy. Legal action is being taken 
against these shopkeepers, but the opinion is being freely expressed 
in official circles that the Act is proving unpopular, and if-it is not 
entirely withdrawn it will undergo radical modification to the

A Notable Centenary. 

The general and Jewish Press have been devoting much space to 
the life-work of the late Abraham CC. Wertheim, who tirst saw the light 
in December, 1832, just a hundred yearsago.. Wertheim was a great 
public figure and played an important part in the initiation and 
development of large publie unde: takings. He worked in the closest 
essociation with Prins Hendrik, the Hon. President of the Dutch 
Steamship Co. “ Nederland,’ when this line was founded, linking 
up Holand with its Colonies. As a leading “ Amsterdammer,” no 
great movement, financial ov ciherwise, was put on foot without his 
wdvice and assistance, and as social worker and philanthropist be 
had no equal, 

Despite an extraordinarily busy public life, Wertheim in his 
dav was the life and soul of Dutch Jewry and few nen in the annals 
of Jewish history in this country have exercised such influence for 
yood over his co-religionists as this great Jew, who closely identified 
himself with the Community whose development to a great extent 
was due to his efforts. For more thanthirty years he was ameimber, 
and for many years President, of the Synagogue Council of 
Amsterdam, Vice-President of the Board of Deputies and President- 
Curator of the Jewish Seminarium, to mention but a few of the 
Jewish institutions with which he was connected. 


Jewish Colonisation Association. 
Sir Leonard Cohen's Presidential Address. 


At a Meeting of the Jewish Colonisation Association (Ica) held in Paris 
on Wednesday, Sir Leonard Cohen, the President, delivered an address on 
the work of the past year. Sir Leonard began by referring in terms of 
deep appreciation to the work of the late Salomon Reinach, Vice-! resident 
ef the Association. “We shall best honour the memory of Salomon 
Reinach,” said Sir Leonard, “ by devoting ourselves, as he did, to the work 
which lies before us and following the example, as best We can, of a life 
devoted to noble and useful causes.” Continuing, he said that th 5 year the 
sfeneral situation remained bad ; the acute disorganisation in the entire world 
had stopped business and impoverished states. The universal character 
of an economic crisis without precedent had caused world-wide damage, 


They saw, therefore, in their colonies applicants out of work, who asked 
for nothing better than to till the soil, and in the towns, also, not only the 
few newly arrived, but also artisans and workers who could not find occupa- 
fon while industry remained paralysed. Fluctuations in the exchanges 
had added to the troubles of the markets for their produce. The masses 
vere suffering from these miseries, and all governments were seeking 


meat to alleviate the evils with which agriculturists were surrounded. 
While it was tre, andl more particularly in the New World, that their 


-religionists shared in the tlvantages of such measures, such was not 
the « ase In some other countries. Nevertheless, an examination of their 
agricultural undertakings could not fail to strengthen their confidence in 
their Association. The colonies in America. Argeotine, Brazil and Canada 
had shown considerable resistance. indi ating that their past prosperity, 
Which would recur, was due to the care with which thev had surrounded 
them in their youthful days, and to the honest labour of the Jewish culti 
vators who peopled them. The foundations were healthy, and the 
occupants of the colonies were attached to the soil. Their livelihood 
Was hot in dander. 

In Argestine, at a moment when the most acclimatised cultivators 
had diffleulty: in maint ining’ themselves, the Association had had no 
desertions ; 5.082 Jewish famili s occupied the different groups. Great 
efforts had reduced the cost of production and also the family budget. 
Phe eo operatives had contributed usefully to these ends. 3 

Phe government of the Argentine, by certain measures of goodwill, 
ad testified its appreciation of their work. In Brazil, the colonists 
of the A San tation had remained at work. Disqnieted by the political 
troubles of 1951, now happily ceascd, the cultivators had been able to 
restine their occupation tranquilly. The colonists were carning a liveli- 
howl and retaining their self-confidence In that country the Tea had 
ereated a network of schools and of various institutions which constituted 
rallying centres for their co-religionists,

In both countries their clients suffere | 
from the inadequacy of thew allotments; they had endeavoured every 
where to increase these by acquiring new lands. Undertakings of social 
service had also given evidence of their vitality. In spite of disastrous 
financial troubles, the technical schools, the classes and the “ patronages ” 
had not closed. In Poland, 97 percent. of the apprentices, trained by their 
institutions, successfully passed the State examinations, which authorised 
them to practise their trades, thus giving them the opportunity to earna 
living. 

Sir Leonard referred to the “ Foundation.” the resources of which 
were provided by friends in America and by themselves, and Which gave 
inestimable benefits to the Jewish population in all countries in hastern 


Europe. The co-operative banks had everywhere resisted the influences’

COMpPrising 315.000 members with a capital of more than 34 
millions of dollars, bad given proof of internal strength which was inder« 
remarkable, The Hiceem, hampered by draconian laws which almost 
stopped all emigration, had survived and done good work.

Ninety per cent of the Swiss musicians and actors are 
Germans. The National-Socialists are doting now on parliamentism 
and: are the advocates of the Weimar Constitution, and what does 
one item of this German Constitution say? In Section. 138 we read: 
“An applicant for a post should be asked no question about the 
religion he confesses. " As amatter of fact the impression 
was created that this time the Nazis have been, to acertain extent, 
driven to the defensive, as they are partly on the defensive in the 
whole country.

Tear Bomb Outrages. 
> 


Nazis threw tear bombs on Monday into three Jewish depart- 
ment stores in Giessen, one of the largest towns in Hessen, not far 
from Frankfurt, while they were crowded with shoppers. A Nazi 
storm-trooper named Wenzel bas been arrested and has confessed 
that he threw the bombs, intending to damage the Jewish 
businesses. 

At Mayence, too, Nazi storm-troopers have thrown gas bombs in 
three Jewish department stores, creating a panic among the crowds 
of shoppers. Similar outrages are reported from Darmstadt, Worms, 
and other towns, suggesting that there is a systematic campaign. 


The Nazi students at Breslau University have announced at a demon- 
stration that they will not keep qniet till the Jewish Professor, Dr. Ernst 
Cohn, is dismissed from the University. Police broke into the meeting 
and reduced the students to order by confiscating their students’ enrol. 
ment cards. By the time fifty cards had been confiscated, the rest of the 
demonstrators had slunk away. Later another demonstration was held ; 
the police were again called in, and the University has now been closed 
down. 

The new premises of the Jewish community of Frankfurt, situated in 
the old bank building of the Rothschilds, that was erected after the fire in 
the Judengasse in 1796 to house the growing Rothschild enterprises, has 
just been opened after reconstruction. Representatives were present from 
all the communal organisations, and Law Councillor Dr. Blau spoke on 
behalf of the Board of the Community of the services of the late Julius 
Goldschmidt, a member of the Board, and of Rudolf von Goldschmidt- 
Rothschild, who as representatives of the Rothschild family had made it 
possible to carry out the work. 


Arabia 


The autherities have decided that, for the present, a third of the local 
armed police force of 200 maintained at Aden are to be recruited from 
India, This should ensure better protection for the Jews. 


Canada. 


The anti-Semitic activities of a Montreal commercial broadcasting 
company have been revealed to the fullest extent in its latest dealings 
with a Montreal Jew.

to Canadians. Lately, two agents of the company enrolled a Canad'an

on the wireless. The agents of the company, it must be stated, enrolle:| 
Mr. Gaska in the fall knowledge that he was a Jew. When the Hea 
Office of the company learned, however, that Mr. Gaska was a Jew, ii 
despatched special representatives to explain to him that they must retur) 
his subscription and that he must return to them the show cards, as th: 
company could only accept Canadians who were not Jews as subscriber. 
Mr. Gaska. however, declined wo return the show cards, despite the threat. 
of the company's representatives to publish in the anti-Semitic organs . 
warning to the public not to patronise his store. 


Austria. 
The Nazi Boycott Campaign. 


More Tear Gas Outra 


On Sunday, the Nazi boycott agitators caused a panic by throw 
ing tear gas bombs in big Vienna department store, which migh' 
have resulted in loss of life. . This store, which is owned by the 
Gerngross family, which is of Jewish origin, but has long since |e! 
Judaism. was crowded with Christmas shoppers, and hundreds ©: 
men, women and children rushed to the exits. Many women an! 
children were knocked down and trampled on in the panic. 

Thirty-two Nazi youths have been arrested, ineluding severs| 
students, for distributing boycott leaflets. In the evening th: 
police carried out a raid on the Nazi Headquarters, searching fo: 
anti-Jewish boycott material, and for containers of tear gas. 

A Government communiqué announces that the most rigorous 
measures will be taken against the boycott agitators. The Ministe: 
of Public Safety, Herr Fey, has also declared that he will take 
severe measures to repress the activities of the Nazi Party. Th. 
police raid failed to reveal anything actionable, although the polic: 
broke open eighty cupboards and files and writing tables. \ 
meeting of the Merchants’ Federation has been held, which hs 
decided to offer a reward of 15,000 schillings for informatio: 
leading to the arrest of the organisers of the agitation. The 
economic boycott, the Federation points out, is injurious to 
trade as a whole and business cannot be divided according tv 
religion. Apart from the general loss which results from peop!: 
being kept away from the shops by the fear of outrages, Jewish 
shons buy from non-Jewish wholesalers, and altogether the whole 
of economic life is interdependent. : 

The Nazi leaders appear to be disturbed by the wave of indiy 
nation that has swept the whole of Vienna. The Police President. 
Herr Brandl, called the Nazi leaders to his office on Monday, nd 
taxed them with responsibility. They admitted that they wer: 
responsible for the boycott agitation, but they denied that the, 
had anything to do with the tear gas outrage. . 

The boycott agitation is being continued by the Nazis in spite o! 
the Government warning. Huge quantities of leaflets are being dis 
tributed and loud speakers are being employed to trumpet out tl 
boycott slogans.

Jewish Efforts for a Five-Day Week. 
THE CHIEF RABBI AND SUNDAY CLOSING. 


From our Correspondent.—AMSTERD 


The idea of the institution of a five-day week is not new. 
While leading industrialists see in its introduction a yeneral con- 
tribution towards the reduction of the evil of unemployment, the 
spiritual and. social leaders in Holland discern in its establishment 


a step in the right direction towards the solution of the problem of 


Sabbath Observance. This matter was touched upon at the first 


Annual Conference in Amsterdam of the Jewish Middle-class Shop- 
keepers’ Associat ion. 

Claiming to speak with knowledge gained from a wide experi. 
ence, the President of the Sabbath Observance So: iety contended 
that the Jewish masses would welcome a five-day week. and that 
incidentally such a week would prove of great valne to the Christian 
church which is faced with its Sunday problem. A reduced working 
week would provide two free days, one for the exercise of religious 
devotion, and. the other for relaxation, diversion and sport, the Jew 
observing his Sabbath in the traditional manner and devoting 
Sunday to general diversion ; the non.Jew acting vice versa. Such 
a week would recommend itself not only on economic and social 
grounds, but also for religious reasons. 

While Governments are reflecting the possibilities of such a 
echeme, our leaders here, anxious for the preservation of Sabbath 
observance, are exerting themselves in every way possible to 
influence public opinion, and Jewish action in particular. It is 
pointed out that in centres such as Amsterdam, Rotterdam and 
Groningen, there are several important concerns employing con- 
siderable Jewish labour in the clothing manufacturing and allied 
trades. If these could be influenced to take their courage in both 
hands and give the lead, the ideal of a five-day week would 
gradually Ineet with general acceptance. The question now being 
ventured is who among the Jewish industrialists will be the first to 
introduce a reduced working week in his factory with a free 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Meautime, our co-religionists here ave faced with another side to 
the Sabbath problem. While a reduced working week could with 
mivantage be made applicable to factories and workshops, it would 
appear impracticable as applied to those engaged in trading, with 
especial reference to shopkeepers. Chief Rabbi Onderwijzer, Hon. 
President of the Jewish Shopkeepers’ Association, has given public 
expression to the view thatthe Sunday Closing Act is working 
detrimentally to Jewish interests, and is imposing severe hardships 
on Orthodox shopkeepers and street traders, and has promised to 
assist the Rabbinate in tackling the situation and to plead the 
Jewish cause before the authorities concerned. Already Dr. Vos, 
a Jewish member of the Second Chamber is vigorously 
championing the Jewish case, and it is significant that he is 
being supported in Parliament by several members, represent- 
ing the masses, who desire the removal of the Sunday Closing 
Act from the Statute Book, and the complete restoration of freedom 
of trading on Sunday. This action in Parliament is being strongly 
supported in the country, and last Sunday, in defiance of the Act, a 
large bloc of traders in Rotterdam opened their shops in protest, 
the Burgomaster being in sympathy. Legal action is being taken 
against these shopkeepers, but the opinion is being freely expressed 
in official circles that the Act is-proving unpopular, and if it is not 
entirely withdrawn it will undergo radical modification to the 
mivantage of general shopkeepers and to the benefit of our 
co-religionists. 

A Notable Centenary. 

The general and Jewish Press have been devoting much space to 
the life-work of the late Abraham C, Wertheim, who first saw the light 
in December, 1832, just a hundred yearsago. Wertheim was a great 
public figure and played an important part in the initiation and 
development of large public undertakings. He worked in the closest 
association with Prins Hendrik, the Hon. President of the Dutch 
Steamship Co. “ Nederland,’ when this line was founded, linking 
up Holland with its Colonies. As a leading “ Amsterdammer,” no 
great movement, financial ov ciherwise, was put on foot without his 
mivice and assistance, and as social worker and philanthropist he 
had no equal. 

Despite an extraordinarily busy public life, Wertheim in his 
day was the life and soul of Dutch Jewry and few men in the annals 
of Jewish history in this country have exercised such influence for 
goo over his co-religionists as this great Jew, who closely identified 
himself with the Community whose development to a great extent 
was due to his efforts. For more than thirty years he was amember, 
and for many years President, of the Synagogue Council of 
Amsterdam, Vice-President of the Board of Deputies and President- 
Curator of the Jewish Seminarium, to mention but a few of the 
Jewish institutions with which he was connected. 


Jewish Colonisation Association. 


Sir Leonard Cohen's Presidential Address. 


At a Meeting of the Jewish Colonisation Association (Iea) held in Paris 
on Wednesday, Sir Leonard Cohen, the President, delivered an address on 
the work of the past year. Sir Leonard began by referring in terms of 
deep appreciation to the work of the late Salomon Reinach, Vice-President 
of the Association. “We shall best honour the memory of Salomon 
Reinach,” said Sir Leonard, “ by devoting ourselves, as he did, to the work 
which lies before us and following the example, as best We can, of a life 
devoted to noble and useful causes.” Continuing, he said that ths year the 
general situation remaiced bad ; the acute disorganisation in the entire world 
had stopped business and impoverished states. The universal character 
of an economic crisis without precedent had caused world-wide damage,

They saw, therefore, in their colonies applicants out of work, who asked 
for nothing better than to till the soil, and in the towns, also, not only the 
few newly arrived, but also artisans and workers who could not find occupa- 
ton while industry remained paralysed. Fluctuations in the exchanges 
had added to the troubles of the markets for their produce. The masses 
were suffering from these miseries, and all governments were seeking 
means to alleviate the evils with which agriculturists were surrounded. 
While it was true, and more particularly in the New World, that their 
co-religionists shared in the mivantages of such measures, such was not 
the case in some other countries. Nevertheless, an examination of their 
agricultural undertakings could not fail to strengthen their confidence in 
their Association. The colonies in America, Argeatine, Brazil and Canada 
had shown considerable resistance, indicating that their past prosperity, 
which would recur, was due to the care with which they had surrounded 
them in their youthfal days, and to the honest labour of the Jewish culti- 
vators who peopled them. The foundations were healthy, and the 
occupants of the colonies were attached to the soil. Their livelihood 
was not in danger. 

In Argentine, at a moment when the most acclimatised cultivators 
had difficulty in maintaining themselves, the Association had bad no 
desertions ; 5,282 Jewish famili s occupied the different groups. Great 
efforts had reduced the cost of production and also the family budget. 
rhe co-operatives had contributed usefally to these ends. 

The government of the Argentine, by certain measures of goodwill, 
had testified its appreciation of their work. In Brazil, the colonists 
of the Association had remained at work. Disquieted by the political 
troubles of 1931, now happily ceased, the cultivators had been able to 
resume their occupation tranquilly. The colonists were carning a !iveli- 
hood and retaining their self-confidence. In that country the Tea had 
created a network of schools and of various institutions which constituted 
rallying centres for their co-religionists. 


West and East. 


Canada, continued Sir Leonard, essentially an agricultural country, 
had suffered cruelly from the crisis. But the Government, large public 
Companies and the Railways had granted important facilities to 
the farmers. The Association’s colonists had participated in these 
aivantages. They had in Russia, apart from the old settlements, 
a& new colonisation, with a population of 8,000 Jews settled on 46,000 
hectares. They had to note, however, rather important desertions, which 
had to some extent been compensated by the installation of new colonists. 
The definite settl ment of a large agricul'ural and stable element 
could not be accomplished withont difficulties, but they were sparing no 
efforts, with the aid of the autho ities to consolidate the position of their 
colonists there. In Poland and in Rumania; they had also been con- 
fronted with all sorts of difficulties. 
from the inadequacy of their allotments; they had endeavoured every- 
where to increase these by acquiring new lands. Undertakings of social 
service had also given evidence of their vitality. In spite of disastrous 
financial troubles, the technical schools, the classes and the “ patronages ” 
had not closed. In Poland, 97 percent. of the apprentices, trained by their 
institutions, successfully passed the State examinations, which authorised 
them to practise their trades, thus giving them the opportunity to earn a 
living. 

Sir Leonard referred to tho “ Foundation,” the resources of which 
were provided by friends in America and by themselves, and which gave 
inestimable benefits to the Jewish population in all countries in Kastern 
Europe. The co-operative banks had everywhere resisted the influences 
of the crisis; numbering 750, these institutions, scattered throngh 18 
countries, comprising 315,000 members with a capital of more than 34 
millions of dollars, had given proof of internal strength which was indeed 
remarkable. The Hicem, hampered by draconian laws which almost 
stopped all emigration, had survived and done good work. While it hal 
not been able to convey beyond the seas as large a number of families as 
in previous years, it had seized every opportunity to assure the departure 
of those who were enabled to leave, especialy women and children 
permitted to rejoin heads of families.

THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL BOGEY. 


MUNICIPALITIES REJECT LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL. 


rou our Correspondent 

Tt was perhaps the Revisionist Party here, more than any other 
eirclé, which fook the greatest alarm at a statement made by the 
Hizh Commissioner to the Permanent Mandates Commission at 
Geneva regarding the proposed Legislature for Palestine. The 
antagonists to the scheme apparently took the pious hope expressed 
by His Excellency as a declared intention of policy, and we were 
treated to a veritable spat® of protestation on the subject. it how 
transpires, from private statements made within the past few days 
by General Wauchope, that there is really nothing in the wind, at 
least in the immediate offing. and that it is the Government's wish 
to watch the development of municipal administration under the 
new Local Government Bill before embarking upon the ambitious 
plan of a Legislative Council. Incidentally, Sir Arthur also denied 
that his Government had taken any decision regarding an Income 
Tax. 

But it is clear that the Jewish population of Palestine, insisting 
as they do upon the principle of parity treatment, will never consent 
to elect representatives to a body upon which they will be hope- 
lessiy outnumbered from the very start. I have had a number of 
conversations on the subject with representative Jewish residents, 
and their view is firm on the point that a Legislative Council would 
only mean another instrument of agitation by extremist Arab 
politicians. Indeed, the Government would be setting the seal of 
its approval upon such agitating, or at least countenancing it, for 
the simple reason that elections to a Legislature would be conducted 
under its auspices. At present, one of the main arguments that the 
authorities have against the Palestine Arab Executive is that if 
constitutes a self-appointed group of privilege-seckers who have 
never been graced by election to represent the people in whose name 
they so vehemently agitate. Under a system of offictally-sponsored 
elections, that criticism of them would be successfully screened, for 
they would be able to pose as the chosen representatives of the 
people. In Arab circles there are, as is usual with such things, 
conflicting opinions about the eventual Legislative Council. Some 
there are who think that it ought to be accepted, because the Jews 
are against it, but with the customary reservations regarding abro- 
gation of the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate for Palestine with 
all that those two constitutional instruments imply. But there is a 
contrary view that the Council would not be in the best interests of 
the Arabs, since participation by their representatives would tacitly 
admit co-operation with the British Government, and show the 

mutside world that the Arabs have really nothing to grumble 
about under the present Mandatory regime. There is little 
doubt, however, that if it came to the pinch of considering 
the offer asa tangible issue. instead of the vague feelers now floating 
around, the Arabs would speediiy arrive at a compromise—and 
nccept nominations to the Council. But, te judge from the realities 
of the situation instead of political claptrap talk, there seems little 
likeithood of any step being taken by the Palestine Government to 
launch any such scheme within the next couple of years or so, 
even if then. 
The Municipalities and the Bill. 

A recent meeting of the Mayors of the leading Palestinian towns 
and urban centres decided to reject the local Government Bill. 
Their réasoned memorandum is still awaited, and the opportunity 
should be a ripe one for Jews of Jerusalem, in which they are the 
undisputed majority of the inhabitants, to draw attention to the 
ridiculous and anomalous position in which they have been placed 
for the past almost three years. The five Jewish Councillors resigned 
in March, 1930, becatise the District Commissioner had appointed the 
Christian Vice-Mavor to serve as Acting Mayor during the absence in 
London, as part of a political mission to protest against the activities 
of the Zionists in Palestine, or Ragheb Bey Nashashibi, Mayor of 
Jerusalem. It. seems at first sight absurd that a man who. some 
four or five years before had been returned to office by a poll 
majority of Jews, should find it necessary to proceed on an errand 
to the Metropolis in-ofdef to-decry Jewish activities in the country. 

sul such absurdities are part and parcel of life in thé Near East, 
where the most logical things only too frequently turn out to be 
accepted as the propéf principles in policy and conduct. 

The Jews at present demand a system of Borowugls Councils, 
mliministering the affairs of their immediate’ areas upon an auton. 
omous basis, with a Central Municipal Council of Jerusalem whose 
members would be elected in accordance with the principle of 
numerical proportion. There was at one time some talk of estab-

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lishing such boroughs, and it is possible that a like provision is 
made for a similar plan under the Local Goverument Ordinance. 
In the meantime, the 52,000 Jews living in Jerusalem have less 
representation on the Board of city fathers than the Moslem and 
Christian residents with their joint population of only 38,000, 

A High Priest Passes. 

The glamorous, the peculiar and the utterly Mosaic sect of 
Samaritans, who inhabit Mount Gerizim, near ancient Sichem, has 
lost its High Priest, the eightytwo-vear-old Isaac Ben Amram. It 
wus only on the previons night that he felt the prescrence of death. 
At a feast. to which all the sect, some 200 or 300 strong, had been 
invited. he told his familiars that he thought his time had come. 
The next day he was dead. 

The Samaritans reach the peak of their renown once a year, at 
their Paschal festivities. which occur a fortnight or more after our own 
Passover. It is then that they carry out the Paschal ritual tn all tte 
Scriptural directions and traditions, their rites having been observed 
here unbrokenly. so it is said, since the Jews were exiled by the 
Roman conquerers 1,863 yvears ago. 

The sect has sadly dwindled to its present two or three hundred 
souls, and the consanguineous ties there are amazing; it is no joke 
there for a man to be closely related to himself in different varieties 
of kinsmanship, although an instance of a man turning out to be 
his own grandfather has not yet occurred. The constant inter. 
marriage has greatly sapped the vitality of this people, although 
they are still a hardy race, living under conditions of primitiveness 
that would certainly tax the capacities of more carefully-nurtured 
inhabitants of the walled towns. Up there, in the free air of 
immemorial Gerizim, they seem to thrive and persist in spite of the 
disabilities of consanguinity. 

The new High Priest, who will wear the ephod and conduct the 
ceremonies, is Masliah Ben Cohen, hitherto Second Priest, and now 
risen to the spiritual and temporal leadership of the tribe, 

Why is Palestine Prosperous ? 

It has been a surprising feature of latter-day Palestinian 
progress that, amidst a troubled sea of depression and economic 
stress, the barque of local activity has sailed on, not too serenely, 
perhaps, 6Wing to the buffets of economic waves, but safely into 
calm waters. 

Let it not be thought, however, that because generally and 
objectively Palestine has withstood the effects of the world crisis, it 
has no subjective difficulties. That would be far from the truth. 
We suffer here from the same business and economic ailments that 
beset the rest of the world, but there are counteracting factors that 
rob the malady 6f much of its influence. Responsibility for this 
resistance to economic cvils may be attributed to two main reasons. 
Firstly, the large amount of public enterprises recently instituted, 
such as the Haifa-Mosul oil pipeline, the Dead Sea potash 
works, the Jordan hydro-electric works and other big projects; and, 
secondly, the fact that people fearing to invest overseas owing to 
the general insecurity are turning to Palestine, where, their senti- 
mental and business traits happily combined, they are able to 
embark upon safe private investment at a fairly good interest return. 
Orange plantation, of course, occupies foremost place in such 
investments, while the gili-edged security offered in real estate and 
building mortgages attracts a large number of wealthy visitors or 
immigrants who da not wish to tie up their capital in agriculture 
or horticulture for too long a time. 

People who give morey to the national fands, the Keren 
Huyesod and the Keren Kayemeth, have hitherto given small 
amounts, reserving their substance for post obit. bequests. But 
they are beginning to think of private investments in Palestine as 
sound business propositions. For example, in 1932, IT understand 
from an economic authority here, no less than £2,000,000 was 
invested, whilst nearly £1,000,000 are now lying idle at local banks 
on deposit as “short term foreign credits.’ as the owners are 
looking around for good investment propositions. 

The Jewish Agency, which has taken the wise step of organising 
under Mr. Emanuel Neumann, the American member of its Execu- 
tive, a National Economic Research Council. is now issuing the 

‘alestine Economic Bulletin, which 1 learn is ably directed by Mr. 
P. Cornfeld, who may be better known as connected with the 
South African Zionist Federation until a few months ago, when he 
returned from Johannesburg to his native land. Peretz Cornfeld 
was born and spent most of his time in Palestine. He was in the 
Government soon after the War, resigning to take up the Editorship 
of THE PALESTINE WEEKLY, in 1923. Since then he has been a 
leading publicist and journalist, his special sphere of interest lying 
in Palestinian economics, The first issue of the Economic Bulletin 
contained the following pregnant passage : 

“ The unprecedented extent to which private capital has been flowing 
into Palestive during 1931-32, important as it is by itself, is but an 
indication of the reserves which are available to the Jewish people for the 
development of the country, Itis difficult te forecast how long the present 
forward movement will continue before reaching a clithax to be followed 
again by a period of consolidation. But viewing the question here in 
terms of decades, rather than of years or montlis, there is évery reason to 
believe that the flow of capital to Palestine has only begun ahd will con- 
tinue to gain in momentum for many years to come,’’ 

If that optim st c prediction iswmade by « customarily pessimistic 
economist, then there seems to be some good auguries for Eretz- 
Israel in spite of the sceptics: | 

Digging Up the Past. 

In the course of exeavations (now reported in the current 

Quarterly of the Palestine Department of Antiquities) on the site of 
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the medieval sea port which lay below the pilgrims’ castle at Athlitt 
evidence of a hitherto unrecognised Phoenician settlement has come 
to light, and a number of graves of Phoenician type have been dis- 
covered underneath the fort which stood at the $.E. corner of the 
town. The early occupation, of which these graves are evidence 
apparently extended from about 900 B.c. down to the Hellenistic 
period. Fourteen graves were cleared, and at least eleven more 
await investigation. The interesting contents of these sepulchres 
contained amulets, statuettes, scaraba, vases, arrow heads, mirrors, 
necklaces and lamps. 

The remnants of a Byzantine bath were unearthed at Kalandia, 
near the Jewish settlement of Ataroth, some few miles northwards 
of Jerusalem on the main road to Haifa. The place is now a Royal 
Air Force landing ground. 

A copy wa3 found at Askalon of the celebrated Crouching 
Aphrodite (of which the best known extant examples are in the 
Vatican and the Louvre) and a hoard of coins of the Constantinian 
period was unearthed.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


ADDRESS LY DR. WEIZMANN. 

Sir Puitir HARTOG presided at the Annual Meeting of the Friends 
of the Hebrew University held on Thursday evening of last week at 
the Swedenborg Hall, Hart Street, W.C. He read a letter from Mr. 
B. B. Benas stating that the Liverpool branch was raising money for 
the Law Library at the University. In moving the adoption of the 
Annual Report (summarised in Tur Jewish of the 
9th inst.), Sir Philip referred to the loss sustained by the Society 
during the year of a number of Vice-Presidents—Mr. Herbert 
Bentwich, Professor Patrick Geddes, Mr. H. H. Haldin, K.C., and 
Professor Graham Wallas—all of whom were deeply interested in 
the Hebrew University. He feared that the contributions to the 
University from American Jews would be reduced, and therefore 
Anglo-Jewry must do what it could to make up the deficiency. 

Mr. FARBRIDGE, in seconding the adoption of the report, paid 
a tribute to the value of the Department of Jewish Studies and 
the Department of Oriental Studies at the University. 

Mr. B. A. LEVINSON, the Treasurer, in submitting the Balance- 
sheet, Which showed subscriptions amounting to £241, said that not 
one penny was spent by the Society in administration expenses. 

The Report and Balance-sheet were adopted, and the Hon. 
Officers and Committee were elected. Among the new Vice-Presi- 
dents appointed were Sir Robert Waley Coben, Sir Percival David, 
Lord Conway and Professor Zimmern. 

Dr. WEIZMANN, in the course of an address, said that the Hebrew 
University was in its eighth year, having been opened by Ear! 
Balfour in 1925. Atthattime it was what might be termed a series of 
research institutes. To-day the School of Hebrew Studies was the 
nucleus of the Faculty of Humanities, and in connection with it 
were grouped the School of Oriental Studies, the School of Philo- 
sophy, and the Mathematics Institute. Of the 180 students registered 
during the year, three-quarters had joined the School of Hebrew 


Studies. To create a Medical School in the East was a difficult 
proposition. The teaching of biological chemistry was introduced 


in the University quite early. The School of Biology, which would 
probably begin with the erection of a modern hospital in Jerusalem, 
would be the second school to award degrees. The University 
authorities hoped that in three or four years they might see the begin- 
nings of a Medcal School. The Physics School and School of 
Chemistry would, they anticipated, be functioning normally in a 
year'stime. Dr. Weizmann went on to refer to the Agricultural Experi- 
menting Station at Tel-Aviv, which was to be converted into an Agri- 
cultural School in connection With the University. After dealing with 
the position of Jewish students all over the world, Dr. Weizmann said 
that the Hebrew University had to reduce the budget very substan- 
tially. They bad no endowments, and had to rely on the financial 
help of the Community. The Library was one of the best in that 
part of the world, and had over a quarter-of-a-million volumes given 
by Jews and non-Jews. The University was not yet officially 
recognised, and the authorities had agreed to obtain a charter from 
the Palestine Government. The University was gaining a reputa- 
tion of fairly high standing in scientific circles. English Jews were 
well represented on the Teaching Staff, and it was working smoothly. 
The University, concluded Dr. Weizmann, although still small, was 
a force of attraction, and would continue to be so. (Applause.) 

The CHAIRMAN said that Dr. Weizmann was the Pres dent of 
the Board of Governors of the Hebrew University, and was going 
out next year to take charge of the new Agricultural Institute. He 
thanked him, on behalf of the Society, for his address. The Rey. 
M. L. PERLZWEIG supported the vote of thanks.

Shechita Agreement Welcomed. 


THE HOUSING BILL. 
(From our Parliamentary Correspondent.| 


House OF CouMons. - 


Parliament adjourned yesterday for a recess of six weeks and 
will re-assemble on Tuesday, February 7th. This means that the 
debate on the second reading of the Slaughter of Animals’ Bill 
introduced by Lieut.-Col. Moore and planned for second reading on 
Friday, February 3rd, is not likely to take place until fairly late in 
the session unless the House resumes before that date. I hear that 
there is a likelihood of the conflict between the supporters of the 
Humane Slaughter of Bovine Animals’ Bill tthe second reading of 
which is now set down for February 8th) and those of Lieut.-Col. 
Moore's Bill being continued well into the next session. but the 
chances are that the latter will ultimately succeed in their 
effor's, and there is a reasonable prospect of their Bill becoming 
law during that session. The settlement reached among the various 
Jewish bodies concerned with Shechita has preduced a very gratify. 
ing effect in the House, and the absence of conflicting lobbying 
activities which hitherto had been neither helpful to the cause of 
Shechita nor edifying to the Jewish name is welcomed by all. 

Members are looking forward to the address which Mr. Sokolow 
has promised to give to the Parliamentary Palestine Committee on 
his return from Palestine. This is expected to take place next 
session, and it will afford an opportunity to those members who are 
especially interested in Palestine affairs for a free interchange of 
views With the Zionist leader upon several questions about which 
some concern is still felt. Inthe meantime, opinion in the House is 
rather well impressed by the grea‘ly improved conditions in Pales.- 
tine itself under the present High Commissioner. In the prevailing 
atmosphere of peace and economic prosperity in Palestine there is 
presented a more favourable opportunity for the clearing up 
of a number of difficulties which still hinder the development of the 
country by means of Jewish enterprise. 

The Housing Bill introduced into the House of Commons at the 
end of last week has in many quarters not met with a favourable 
welcome. There is a fear that it will mean a drastic slowing 
down of slum clearance. How grave is the question of slum 
clearance as affecting certain districts of Stepney, Miss Nettie 
Adler, J.P., has already shown with force and eloquence in your 
columns. Sir Austen Chamberlain in an impassioned speech on the 
Second Reading of the Housing Bill showed that slum conditions 
are just as deplorable in other parts of the country as in the. East 
End of London. Notwithstanding its shortcomings, however, the 
Housing Bill cannot be drastically amended, because any effective 
amendment would involve taxation, and therefore it is not like!’ to 
prove acceptable at present. 


JEWISH COOKERY. 


Party Sweets. 
Chestnut Cream. 

Chestnuts, 2 lbs. Vanilla. 

Milk, 4 pint. Cream, } pint. 
Castor sugar, 4 ozs. 

Cut the tops off the chestnuts, put in a pan of boiling water, and 
eook till tender. Then remove the skins and rub through a sieve. Return 
to the sancepan ; add the milk and sugar and flavour with vanilla. Stir 
over a gentle heat till the moisture is absorbed. When quite dry put 
through a potato ricer, arranging the mixture in a ring in a glass bow). 
When quite cold, fill in the centre with whipped cream wh ch has been 
sweetened and flavoured. 


Harlequin Creams. 
Macaroons, 4 1». Jam. 
Cream, 4 pint. Giacé cherries. 
Sherry, 4 gill. Coffee essence. 
White of 1 egg. Green colouring. 
Sugar. Vanilla. 

Put the macaroons on a flat glass dish or individual plates, and soak 
them with the sherry. Put a small spoonful of strawberry or apricot jam 
on top of cach. Whip thecream till it will hang on a fork; beat the white 
of egg to astiff froth. Mix thetwo together; sweeten to taste, and flavour 
with vanilla. Divide into three portions; colour one green, add some 
coffee essence to the second, and leave the third plain. Heap a little of 
each colour (use forcers if possible) on top of each macarcon and garnish 
with glacé cherries. 


Jumbles and Cream. 

THE jumbles can be bought ready curled up at the baker's, Whip 
some cream with white of egg (as in previous recipe); flavour and S’weeten 
to taste. Force a *“‘rose’’ at each end of the jumble and arrange ina 
glass or silver dish. The cream must be put in only a short time before 
the jumbles are required ; otherwise they will become soft and break. 


Pears a la Savoy. | 
Large tin of pears. Cream, 1 gill. 
One dozen Savoy biscuits. Glacé cherries. 
Vanilla. Dried walnuts. 

LINE a large deep bowl with Savoy biscuits. Add a little vanilla to 
the syrup from the pears and pour i¢ over the sponge biscuits. Arrange 
the pears on top, flat side uppermost. Whip the cream; add vanilla and 
sugar, and force a little into the centre of each half-pear. Place half a 
walnut on top of the cream, with small pieces of glacé cherries at the side. 


Banana Cream. 

SKIN some bananas; cut each one through and then each piece in 
halves. Put on a dish; sprinkle with lemon juice, and leave for half-an- 
hour. Cut some stale sponge cake in slices just a little longer than the 
pieces of banava. Spread with apricot jam and put a piece of banana on 
top of each. Whip up a gill of cream; add a stiffly beaten white of egg, 
Sweeten and flavour. With forcers cover the bananas with cream and 
agrnish with chopped pistachio nuts. |

X-ray department. There are two wards specifically set aside for Jewish 
patients. and these are served by a Kasher Kitchen with a Jéwish cook. 
The Hospital has a deficit on the building account of £15.500, and a 
mortgage of £10,000 on the site. During the past year. economies have 
been effected, and the expenditure has been reduced by a sum of £2,000. 
At the same time, the income is slightly higher. Economies have been so 
effected that they have in no way endangered the proficiency and efficient + 
of the Hospital.

‘There was a record attendance at a meeting of the Socie!y held 
in conjunction with the local Lodge of the B'nai B'rith on Sunday: 
at the Jewish Centre, 6, Princes Road, when Dr. Cecil Roth delivered 
an address on “ The Survival of the Fittest in Jewish History.” 
Dr. I. J. Lipkin presided, supported by Mr. J. D. Applebaum, Vice- 
President of the Lodge. The Chairman extended a welcome to Dr. 
Roth on his first visit to Liverpool and to Miss L. Hands, Hon. 
Secretary of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, who referred to 
the important part played by the Jewish Literary Societies in the 
cultural activities of the Community. Dr. Roth, in the course of 
his address, said that persecution had never greatly influenced 
the lot of the Jew nor had it greatly undermined Judaism. 
The moral fibre of the Jewish people had been undermined 
by toleration, which had taken its toll of the race far more 
than persecution had done or could do. The sury-val of the 
Jew was a mystical belief. The Jewish peoplé continued to 
exist, but particular branches had passed intodecay. The confident 
assertion put forward by some Zionist leaders that the revival in 
Palestine might save the Diaspora from decay was hardly borne out 
by historical facts. Zionism was not the panacea for all the ills of 
the Jews. The achievements of the Jew were not due to his extra- 
ordinary intellect or to his being herded in Ghettoes, but to the 
fact that the Jews who had survived were the fittest. There 
were more Jews to-day in the world than there had ever been in 
history. There had been conversion, assimilation and intermarriage 
in the past. There had always been that weeding out and those who 
were left were the stronger for it. If Israel had such powers of 
resistance to-day, it was because it had been purg d time after time, 
and the Jewish people of to-day was the survival of the fittest 
transmuted into an historical fact. Jewish Education, added Dr. 
Roth, could act as a corrective to the tendency towards assimila- 
tion. -In the present busy age, the Literary Societies were, to a 
large extent, fulfilling the functions of the Yeshibot and Boté 
Hamedrash of old. It was not enough to blunder on in the blind 
optimism that the Jewish people would continue to exist. They 
must do something conscious, something deliberate, to remain the 
fittest race in the world. Thanks were accorded to the lecturer by 
Mr. J. D. Applebaum, seconded by Dr. J. Libman. Inthe discussion, 
the following participated: Councillor M. Greenberg, Messrs. I. 
Swift, S. Abrahams, J. Changer, C. H. Cohen, B. Cherrick, Jack

The eighth Annual General Meeting of the British Goodrich Rubber Co., Ltd., 
was héld on Tuerday last at Manchester. 

Sir Walrond Sinclair (Chairman and Managing Director) said that it was a 
pleasure for the Directors to submit accounts which showed a net profit for the 
vear under review amounting to £87,742 reflecting an increase of £14,409, or 
approdcimatels A) per cent. as compared with the previous vear. With con- 
tinuation of adverse conditions, and faced as they had been throughout the vear 
with restrictions and disabilities of varving degrees abroad, that materially 
improved result had been attained in apite of very active competition. It

unremunerative. In the opinion of the Directors, apart from the dislocation of 
trade and the direct harm of such that extre mely revrettable phase WAS 
damaging to the National wellare in several wavs. one of which was that the 
burden of taxation Was left to the more respousible undertakings. 


Important contributory factors to the successful year which had just closed 
were the British Goodrich tradition of maintenance of quality, coupled with 
efficient service tn all circumstances, and the expanding ramifications of the 
business.

Immediately 
the Directors had reached a carefully considered decision on that matter an 
Extraordinary General Meeting would be cal.ed for the purpose of obtaining 
the appropriate authorisation for the necessary increase of capital, and full 
particalars of the proposal woutd then be circu‘ated. 

With regard to the future, it was impossible under prevailing conditions to 
look ahead or to hazard any detinite opinion. He did, however, feel justified in 
expressing the view that, if the Company could show improved results in face 
of the difficulties of the past vear—in fact, during the last five vears—they need 
fee! no apprehension with regard to the more immediate prospects.

Lt is apt to be 
withdrawn at any time, which may mean fresh uncertainty in the 
sterling exchange. Every effort is being made to keep the exchange 
as stable as possible while unattached to gold. The influx of foreign 
money has prevented a hardening up of. discount rates, and no 
diminution in credit supplies is expected during the early months 
of the New Year. Consequently. the market for high-class invest- 
ment stocks has taken a new lease of Jife, and many expeet still 
higher values inthe New Year when money is usually in large supply. 
Other sections of the stock markets are somewhat subdued at: the 
moment owing to the holiday season. A confident view is, however, 
expressed regarding the future, with expected developments in the 
speculative sections, such as those for gold and oil shates.

THE GROWING FLAME. 

I often wonder what 

devised the 


genius it was that 
growing flame of the 
Menorah. For that symbol gives it its special 


daily 


significance, ‘There are some Liberal Syna- 
gogues that light all the candles at once. 
They lose the beauty of the idea that light 
must grow from day to day, the idea that one 
small candle can illumine the world, that one 
burning spirit may set humanity aflame. This 
is the real lesson of Chanucah—that we can 
by the light that glows within us set other 
lights burning and so make enthusiasms for 
good causes, or spread knowledge, or increase 
the sum of goodness in the world. When 
Maitathias called for those zealous for the 
Law and upholders of the Covenant to follow 
him we are told: " Then were gathered unto 
them everyone that offered himself willingly 
for the Law. And all they that fied from the 
evils were added to them, and became a stay 
unto them.” The call of Chanucah is to all 
loyal Jews to band themselves together in the 
service of Judaism and by their very associa- 
tion they will be a stay unto one another. 
Each tiny flask of oil, as it were, will help to 
kindle the great flame that will shed light on 
the dark places of the earth. 
THE PRIESTLY PRIVILEGE. 


. We read in the Bible, immediately after the 
recital of the gifts of the princes to the taber- 
nacle the command to Aaron to kindle the 
Menorah. Rashi says that when Aaron saw the 
valuable gifts which the princes had brought 
he was disturbed at the fact that he and his 
tribe had brought no gift, and God told him 
that his privilege was greater than theirs for 
to him would fall the kindling of the lights 
morning and evening. The commentator 


Nachmanides asks why, if this was to be his 
consolation, there was no mention also of the 
incense which Aaron and his sons likewise 
offered morning and evening. or of the service 
on the Day of Atonement and the sacrifices. 
And he explains that the allusion is to the 
Chanucah lights. which recall the immortal 
deeds of the priestly Hasmoneans. The Holy 
One said to Moses: “Go tell Aaron, thon art 
reserved for a higher privilege. The sacrifices 
can only be brought as long as the Sanctuary 
exists, but the lights will be kindled for ever, 
and thine will ever be the privilege of blessing 
my children.” And Nachmanides again says 
that the Menorah of the Temple ceased with 
the Temp!e but the Chanucah lights have 
been kindled right through the days of exile 
and have gleamed down to our own day. The 
privilege of lighting the Chanucah Menorah 
has passed to the whole House of Israel, the 
Kingdom of Priests!
